The subject of our Currency will, no doubt, occupy a por-l 
tion of your deliberations, and it maj be expected tliai I " ill 
not remain wholly silent on so important a topic. 1 ennii 
me to remark, that the great and complicated concei n.-> obH 
finance, can receive but little advancement (com tin lie-™ 
quency of legislation. The constancy and patience ol vsr.flj 
tuous economy, the victorious energies of well directed iii.ffl 
dustry, and the demands of foreign commerce, regulate tlioH 
wants and acquisitions of every people, it is true, that 
communities, like individuals, are some times doomed to 
endure the severities of unlooked tor disaster. Rxtraortii. 
nary emergencies and inevitable calamities impose the 
adoption of appropriate expedients to avert or mitigate the 
sufferings that attend them. The safety of society becomes 
the ruling motive of the law, and every controlling power ot 
the state, must submit to the paramount law or necessity. 
But as such a condition of affairs is unnatural, its continu¬ 
ance must be destructive; and that people, the rigor ol 
whose circumstances compels them often to depart from the 
established order of their legislation, and long to require 
the extraneous aid of unusual remedies, must lose, in time, 
the graceful consistency of their national character, and; 
weaken the salutary influence of those, venerable usages, the f 
sanctity of whose immemorial authority exerts so persua. 
si ve an influence over the affections of the heart. 11 the le. 
gislature of Kentucky has been compelled to y ield for a I 
season, to the imperious nature of causes which it could not j 
subdue, and in devising measures requisite, to ensure the 
general welfare, has sanctioned means not heretofore usu¬ 
ally employed, let it never he forgotten, that the measures 
adopted have completely realized their proposed end ; that 
an agitated and endangered population of half a million of 
souls, has been tranquilized and secured without the inflic¬ 
tion ot legal injustice, or the example of violated morality. 
I rejoice that t he hour is near at hand, when we may change, 
without the fear of in jury, our precautionary attitude, and 
mingling freely in the emulative pursuits of nations, with 
increased vigor urge forward our career of wealth, of'pow 
erand of fame. 

I respectfully suggest for your consideration, the pro 
priety of authorising by law, the Bank of Kentucky to pay, 
in a short period of time, into the Bank of the Common¬ 
wealth, in the notes of the latter, the whole amount of capi¬ 
tal stock owned by the state in the former. Such a meas¬ 
ure, by withdrawing at once from circulation, at least one 
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sCl industry. produced by the pressure of the tunes, wo can. 
„„t (lduht‘the removal of numerous ami tormidable obsta¬ 
cles that have impeded the usual current ol business, am, 
diverted our resources into new ami unproth.ct.ye>channc s. 
The resumption of specie payments by the Bank ol Kentu. - 
hv would promote the rapid circulation »t a large amount 
of capital that is at present wholly unemployed ; unpai, 
new life to commerce ; add powerful incentives toi industij. 
and restore public confidence in the monied institutions <>t 
the country. Nor could the payment of specie by the Bank 
of Kentucky be in any manner detrimental to the bank oi 
i he Commonweal Hi. By gradual, but not oppressive calls, 
and the operation of the measures before recommended, its 
notes in circulation, must soon he diminished to an a 
mount, which, after discharging all the lunct.ons assigned 
them, will be inadequate to meet the requisitions mane at 
bnn''. These requisitions must, therefore, be,met by .]>&>- 
itienTin sneefeor notes of the Bank of Kentucky ; which. 
l, v th'-s indiscriminate and inevitable application,^ will be 
iemleredofer.ua! value to the notes of the Bank ot toe Com¬ 
monwealth.

1 am not now urging upon your adoption 
a single improvement in the general system; but am 
driven to the melancholy supplication that you will not per¬ 
mit the system itself to perish. The existing establish¬ 
ment, in the best condition that the menus afforded can 
place it, is merely a confined and ruinous work-shop, nc- 
ccssarily deprived of every concomitant aid. designed for 
the reformation of the convict, and furnishing within its 
walls, in spite of every available precaution, the opportuni¬ 
ties and incentives to the most contaminating associations, 
and the promulgation of the most depraved principles.— 
From such a place, repentant virtue never can return.— 
With the present increase of our population, and in the ex¬ 
isting state of society, such an institution is a curse; and 
the general assembly, in obedience to the force of eircumstare- 
ces, must very soon adapt it to the wants of our actual con¬ 
dition, or return to the bloody code of our fathers. 

•t On a subject so momentous in its consequences to the most 
sacred rights of the community, I feel an extreme solicitude, 
winch I shall not pretend to disguise. But this solicitude- 
does not arise in the slightest degree, from a distrust of the 
justice and magnanimity of my country.

ering the convention and stipulations entered into ; which 
was received and read as follows t 


Hox. Richard C. Ajvdersott, 

Speaker of the House of Representatives. 

Sir : 

THE General Assembly having, at its last spring ses. 
sion, done me the honor to appoint; me commissioner, on 
the part of Kentucky, to treat with Benjamin W. Leigh, 
Esq. commissioner on the part of Virginia, “ on the neces¬ 
sary arrangements and stipulations, preparatory to the or. 
ganization of a hoard of commissioners, according to the 
compact existing between the two states,"’ to determine all 
matters in controversy between them, which have arisen 
under it; and having directed a report to he made of 111 * 
result of the negotiation, 1 have now, respectfully to sub. 
mit to the general assembly the following report: 

Shortly after the close of the session of the legislature, I 
had several interviews with Mr. Leigh, in the course of 
■which we mutually made a free and lull exposition of the 
objects of our respective appointments ; and finally, for the 
accomplishment of those objects, concluded and signed two 
^inventions, which I herewith transmit, to the general as- 
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sembly. By the first, which is designated by the letter A, 
provision is made for the organization of a board of com¬ 
missioners, in conformity with the eighth article of the 
compact; the time and place of its meeting are appointed ; 
a day is limited on which the convention is to cease, and 
the board is to be dissolved, if, in the mean time, it shall 
Hot have made out and delivered its award to the agents of 
the respective parties; the compensation of the commis¬ 
sioners constituting the hoard is fixed, and its mode of 
payment; the several questions to he submitted to the final 
decision of the hoard, are stated, and issues made up ori 
them ; and lastly, it is stipulated that each state, ratifying 
the convention, shall forthwith proceed to choose commis¬ 
sioners on its part, and communicate to the other, the fact 
of such ratification, and the names of the commissioners so 
appointed. 

it will he observed, that the validity, as well of the acts 
which relate to occupying claimants of land, as of those 
which prescribe a limitation of actions, founded upon the 
land law of Virginia, is submitted to the board of commis¬ 
sioners. All of these acts are drawn in question, upon the 
allegation, that they are repugnant to the compact between 
the two states, and causes involving them all, are under¬ 
stood to be pending before the federal judiciary. I suppos¬ 
ed it, therefore, to he consonant with the view s of the legis¬ 
lature, to subject them all to the test, for which the compact 
itself, said to be violated, has made provision. 

The particular time and place, stated in the convention, 
for the meeting of the board, were adopted from two con¬ 
siderations : First, to afford an opportunity to have the 
award made and published, prior to the decision, by the 
supreme court of the United States, of the oause argued at 
its last term, embracing the validity of the occupying 
claimant laws; so that t he award might have the effect and 
influence which justly belong to the opinion and judgment 
of the special tribunal of the parties. And, secondly, it w'as 
thought that, from the annual assemblage, at the City of 
Washington, of eminent men, drawn there from all parts 
of the Union, by public business, or by curiosity, there 
would he less delay and difficulty, on the part of the four 
commissioners, appointed by the two states, in selecting the 
remaining two, necessary to the completion of the hoard, 
than would occur at any other place that could he agreed 
epon.

Certain points of difference aiurdisputehaving arisen be¬ 
tween the states of Kentucky and Virginia, concerning (lie 
construction, effect and execution oftbc compact between the 
two states, contained in (lie act of the Legislature ot t ii'gm. 
ia, passed on (be 18t,li day oi' December 1789. entitled “ an 
act concerning the erection of theDistrict ol Kentucky in¬ 
to an independent state”; and both states being desirous, 
by an amicable settlement of the said differences and dis¬ 
putes, to preserve the good understanding which has bap. 
pity always existed between them ; and the state ol Vir¬ 
ginia having, through Benjamin Watkins Leigh, a citizen 
of the said state, and its commissioner appointed for the 
purpose, requested the v Legislature ol Kentucky to co.ope¬ 
rate with the General Assembly of Virginia, in organizing 
a board of Commissioners under the eighth article of the 
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u.-aelicablc. The best substitute, for such a limitation, that 
; xurred to me, has been adopted, in the provisions which 
specify the aggregates of the three classes ot w arrants, ot 
which the satisfaction is now sought; and which throw up¬ 
on the holder of the ambiguous warrant, the onus probavdi 
of the facts, both of the line, on account ot which it issued, 

and that it lias not been previously located. 

The utility of the other stipulations, contained m the in¬ 
strument B, is sufficiently obvious. However just our con¬ 
fidence may be, in a favorable result of the appeal which is 
proposed to the tribunal of the compact, it was deemed ad 
visablc to guard against all contingencies. Perhaps most 
of the stipulations, inserted in that instrument, were not 
called for by the occasion, since they merely express "hat 
would have been necessarily implied from the nature o( the 
whole transaction. But it seemed to me that, in laying the 
foundations of an amicable scUlemcr.t ot all past diff rei-ccs 
between the two states, it was better, even at the hazard of 
superfluous precaution, to make ample pn.v isum against 
future misunderstanding.

hoard of commissioners, accordingly, under the said arti¬ 
cle of the compact, as desired by Virginia ; and having ap¬ 
pointed Henry Clay, a citizen of tiie state of Kentucky;

I. The proposed hoard of Commissioners, to determine 
the differences and disputes which have arisen between the 
two states, sisal! be organized conformably with the eighth 
article of the said compact between them, in such manner, 
that neither of the commissioners to be chosen by each state 
respectively, nor the commissoncrs to be chosen by the 
commissioners so appointed by the parties, shall lie citizens 
of either state, but the whole hoard shall be constituted of 
the citizens of some one or more of the other United States. 

II. The four commissioners so to he chosen by the par¬ 
ties. shall meet at the city of Washington, on the fourth 
Monday in January 1823 v oras soon thereafter as may be ; 
and these four having, in the first place, appointed the oth¬ 
er two commissioners, the board so constituted, shall then 
proceed from time to titrie, according to its own adjourn, 
ments, to hear and determine the differences and disputes 
submitted by the parties ; and shall make its award in wri¬

abide by the said decision. 

If. That in no event is the decision of tiic said board of 
commissioners to affect the sales of land brought into mar¬ 
ket by the act of the general assembly of Kentucky, enti. 
tied “ an act providing for the sale of the vacant lands west 
of the Tennessee river,” passed on the 21st December 1821 ; 
but, on the contrary, the said land is to be considered as al¬ 
together reserved by Kentucky, and to be exempt from all 
and every claim brought forward liy Virginia. 

III. That it is understood and agreed by the contracting 
parties, that the amount of unlocated warrants, granted by 
Virginia to her state line, prior to the first of May 1792, 
docs not exceed 109,449 acres; that the amount of those 
granted subsequent to that day, to the said line, does not 
exceed 37,409 1.3 acres; and that the amount of thoso 
granted prior and subsequent to that day, respecting which 
the line, whether continental- or state, has not been desig¬ 
nated, does not exceed 186,520 acres. And it being un¬ 
known what part of this latter quantity has been located, it 
is further agreed between the contracting parties, that, if 
the decision of the said board of commissioners shall be in 
favor of the claim now to locate unlocated warrants, it shall 
nevertheless he competent to Kentucky to require the pro¬ 
duction of satisfactory proof of the facts, both of the line to 
which any of the said warrants were granted, and that they 
have not been previously located. 

IV. That if the said board shall decide in favor of the 
claim now brought forward, to make locations below the 
Tennessee river, Kentucky retains to herself the power to 
regulate the making of such locations, in some convenient 
and equitable mode, allowing the claimants the full sub¬ 
stantial benefit of the original appropriation for their boun¬ 
ties ; and also, the, power to prescribe a reasonable time 
within which, if the proprietors of any warrants, who may 
be adjudged now to have such right of location, do not 
make their locations, in conformity with the mode so pre¬ 
scribed, their rights shall be forfeited. 

V. These articles are to be binding on the parties, when 
ratified by them respectively ; and are to have the same ef. 
feet as if inserted in, and made a part of the convention 
which has been this day agreed upon.

'ihe act of the last fall session of the legislature, entitled 

an act to establish a Literary Fund, and for other pur. 
poses/’ having required that the chairman of the board of 
trustees should report, within ten days after the meeting of; 
the present legislature, the amount of money paid to .the 
treasurer of the s,aid hoard, under the provisions of the said 
act. the chairman has now'lhe honor respectfully to report: 

S hat lie has received, for the use of the University, from 
Hie cashier of the Lexington Branch of the Commonwealth's 
Hank, on account of the appropriation of the legislature,- 
the sum of pi 8,938 68, which has been applied to (lie ex. 1 
tingiushmcnt of the debts of the institution. The total 
amount of these debts exceeded even that of which a state. • 
ment was presented to the legislature, and filed with the ■ 
cashier of the Branch Bank, ihere having been someexhib. • 
ih il against the University, subsequent to. that statement, , 
oi winch its hooks afforded no information. The other ■ 
creditors, having an equally'.just claim With those who have j 
been satisfied, have not yet been paid ; because, by the 
terms of the appropriation, a larger sum than that which 
has been received, could not heretofore be paid over by the 
brunch bank. The provisions, of the charter of the bank 
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flavin- forbidden any loan to a corporation, the University 
was unable to anticipate, by loan from the branch, any lnr- 
ther sum on account of the appropriation ; but come of tire 
trustees procured, on their individual responsibility, a m...* 
olS 1000, which lias been also received am applied to the 
payment of the debts of the University ; thus making t.u- 
afgreeatesum which has been actually received, S",9^ 

Tim other creditors, whose demands have not yet been pam, 
confiding in the receipt by the University, from th^brauch 
bank, of the residue of the appropriation made by me mu¬ 
nificence of tiie general assembly, have hitherto toroornc to 
resort to coercive measures to cuiorce the payment of then 
debts: and it is hoped, that their moderation will be tor. 
thd- exercised, until the branch is enabled to complete the 
payment of the whole aprojiuatmn rd 5 £0,000. _ 

This seasonable relief afforded by the legislature, has en¬ 
abled the institution to meet the more urgent and pressing 
demands, and will ultimately cnable it, with the,aid o, oth- 
erb-esouroCs at its disposal, to maintain the character amt 
credit of the University. Indeed, without the timely aid 
rendered by the liberality and providence of the genera, 
assembly, there was much reason- to apprehem,, t.v.u the; c ^ 
would have been a suspension of the duties of tire Universi¬ 
ty : arid I am directed hy the board, to express to the legis¬ 
lature, the, high and grateful se.nse which t! entcrta.us ot 
the parental care which was displayed i:i this respect by 
the tvisdom cf the state, ajid to offer the assurances ot die 
board that no pains shall be Spared by H to merit the pub. 
lie liberality which lias been extended to it, and to ensure 
afeoritinuaiice of the present prosperous and flourishing, con¬ 
dition of the University.

money; the amount so borrowed, anil the manner in which 
the same is secured. There is also transmitted, a copy of j 
the report which was made to the Auditor of Public Ac¬ 
counts, in conformity to the 1st section of an act of the 19th 
Deceiiib'T 1821, containing an account of all the interest :] 
tliat had accrued upon the loans and discounts of this bank 
from its commencement up to the first day of July 1 3-22. | 
The amount due to the state according to that report, has j 
been paid to the treasurer and his receipt taken therefor. 

From the best information which they have been able to | 
procure,the managers of this bank,Confidently believe,that 1 
the debts due to it. with very few exceptions, arc safe and j 
well secured. Some delinquencies have, occured on the pai l : 
of the debtors to the institution. These however, are coin. | 
paratively few. and most of them are believed to result | 
rather from negligence and casualty, than from inability. 

One of the statements or tables which accompanies anil 
forms part of this report, will shew the total amount of pa. ' 
per which has been furnished to this bank and its branches. 
There yet remains on hand and undistributed, a considera¬ 
ble number of notes of the denomination of g 1 and S 3, S 
the greater part of which has been long since signed and 
prepared for circulation, and ready to he delivered upon H 
application of the branches to which they belong. 

The residue will be prepared as soon as they can ptissi- J 
bly be required or wanted. 

in the general conduct and management of the bank, no 
material change or alteration has been made since our last I 
annual report, in the month of March last, the Directo. J 
ry determined to increase their calls to tiic rate of two per I 
cent, per month.upon all notes under discount,as they should 
fall due. after the first day of the ensuing August, and ac. I 
cordingly an order was then made to that effect. 

The objects of the Directory in the adoption of this mea¬ 
sure, were, to quicken the circulation of its paper; to 
check, if possible, the progress of its depreciation, then in- 1 
creasing with alarming rapidity ; and finally, by means of 
this additional call, to supply the bank with a fund for new 
loans and accommodations, where its own interest and the 
necessities of individuals might require it. There was no 
way of obtaining such a fund but by means of this addition¬ 
al call, i he previous call of one per cent per month, could 
prodir e t lat. amount only, which, by a resolution of the 1 
legislature, we were directed to retain in the hank until it 
should “ commence paying specie for its notes.” If it could 












be avoided, ike Directory did not wish to see the operations 
of the bank permanently reduced to the invidious functions 
of u mere collector. The order above alluded to, seemed to 
afford the only prospect of rescuing the institution from 
that condition. 

Subsequent to its adoption, however, difficulties were dis¬ 
covered in the execution of the measure, which had not been 
fully anticipated, and circumstances occurred of a charac¬ 
ter unfavorable to its successful operation. At the May 
session of the last legislature, one branch of that honorable 
body had manifested some disapprobation of the measure ; 
some of the debtors of the bank complained, threatened, and 
questioned the power of the Directory to increase the calls ; 
and finally, it was well and distinctly understood, that 
some of the branchss of the bank, would disregard the or¬ 
der of this board, and refuse to carry it into effect. Influen¬ 
ced by a consideration of all these circumstances, the Di¬ 
rectory was induced before the first of August had arrived, 
in postpone the operation of their said order until the LOth 
day of November next, and before that time arrives, the 
same considerations will probably induce them to rescind 
it. - 

They have no means, indeed, of enforcing the observance 
of any order upon those, branches which consider themselves 
independent; of their control ; and if the circumstances and 
situation of the bank should ever make it necessary to re¬ 
sort. to so decided a measure as that of increasing the calls 
upon its debtors, it is believed that some legislative sane, 
fiitu of it, will he required to give it efficacy and success. 

Another subject of importance which has engaged 
the Directory, is the “ Literary Fund,” established by the 
act of the 18th of December 18 31 ; ami they have been ve¬ 
ry much at a loss in coming to any satisfactory con iusion 
as to the manner in which it w as intended by the legisla¬ 
ture that fund should he managed and the accounts of it 
kept. By the act last alluded to, “one half of the cleat 
profits that have arisen, and may hereafter arise to the 
state,” from the operations of this bank, is set apart as a 
“ Literary Fund” for the establishment and support of a 
system of general education ; which it is the declared inten¬ 
tion of the legislature, lo realise “ as early as possible.’ 5 
It is made tlieduty of tint ^resident ami Directors of this 
bank, ” to cause accounts to be kept in the books of the in- 
“ stimtion, to which shall he transfered all such dividends 
fi or profits arising to, and constituting the literary fund

It was supposed such 
could not he their intention, as in the act establishing that 
fund, the legislature had declared its purpose to carry into 
effect a general system of Education •• as early as possi¬ 
ble.” Other doubts suggested themselves : was the iitcra. 
j-y fund to be chargeable with all the losses, and entitled to 
all (|u> profits arising out of loans made from it ? If so, sep¬ 
arate and distinct, accounts must he kept of every loan and 
transaction growing out ol it; a task dillicuit and almost in. 
practicable. And again, was the expression *• to be reloamn 
upon good security”to be considered as imperative on theDi- 
rectory to loan that, fund, and thereby to extend their discounts 
and increase the emission of their paper beyond what they 
might otherwise think prudent ? Amidst all these difficul¬ 
ties and doubts, and.alter lire best consideration they were 
ra])able of bestowing on the subject, the course adopted 
and pursued by the Directory, is this : To keep the accoum 
of the Literary Lund entirely in the principal bank; to 
make no reloans specifically from that fund; but to keep up 
their general discounts to the utmost extent that the in¬ 
terest of the hank, and 1 Sir-system of reduction established 
by the legislature, "ill permit, and to transfer to that 
fund annually, find at the same time that a report is made, tu 
the Auditor,’one. half of all the clear profits of the hank. 
The literary fund will thus he constituted and consist 
entire)’.' of one half of -he clear profits of the bank, accrued 
am! to accrue, wi;limit any other accumulations. 

If .11,is report has been unnecessarily tedious and prolix 
on the foregoing topic,(as it may well he feared it has.)it is 
hoped that.sente apology may be found for it inthcsolicitnde 
of flic Directory to bring the subject fully before the legis¬ 
lature. in order that if there beau v thing erroneous or un¬ 
satisfactory in the plan adopted and pursued in the man¬ 
agement of the Literary Fund, it may be corrected as spec- 
dily as possible by that honorable body.

It will he, recollected, that proper allowances must be 
made for ail the acts of assembly, passed since J796, re¬ 
mitting the state price on head.rights to individuals, either 
in consequence of poverty, or for services rendered the 
government; which, of course, must be deducted from the 
above calculation. What amount has thus been remitted, 
the auditor of public accounts is not in possession of any 
data, whereby a proper estimate can be made. The most j 
that was generally required of persons thus circumstanced, j 
was to file their plat and ccrtilicatc in the land-office, and j 
wait the legal period for their grant. 

It must also be remembered, that a very considerable 
number of certificates were granted by the county courts, 
to persons who had no other than speculative views in ob¬ 
taining them ; a number of which certificates have never 
been taken from the clerks’ offices; and, if used at all, it 
was merely to locate them on some doubtful claim, and se ll | 
them for the best price that could be obtained, to those who 
were seeking a home, and thought proper to take shelter 
under this description of claim, against non resident claim¬ 
ant'-', wbe.se lands lie in that section of the country.

return to a sound circulating medium. Your committee 
have confined their attention to the evils resulting from the 
•banks, and will recommend such remedies as appear to 
them efficient and practicable. 

The great evil produced by r these institutions, is a depre¬ 
ciated currency, of no fixed or permanent value; from the 
ruinous consequences of which, the laboring classes of the 
community look to be relieved by the present legislature, 
liny do not hesitate- to say, that there are means within 


















the reach of the legislature, that would immediately arrest 
the progress of depreciation, and greatly elevate the credit 
of the paper, without bringing oppression on a single indi 
vidual. To effectuate these desirable ends, your committee 
report a bill, and recommend the adoption of the following 

1. Resolved, That the Bank of the Commonwealth, and 
the Bank of Kentucky, be prohibited from issuing or dis¬ 
counting any more of their notes, until they commence the 
payment of specie. 

2. Resolved, That the Bank of the Commonwealth he 
ompclled to continue its calls at the rate of twelve per 

centum per annum, and be required to cancel its notes, by 
burning them, as fast as they shall be received by calls at 
the above rate, and by voluntary payments, and from the 
proceeds of the funds pledged in the charter for their re.

That order, so far as 5 am informed, has been strictly 
observed by (his bank and its branches, and no loans made 
in contravention of it. Since its adoption, however, this 
bank, and, it is believed, most or all of the branches, have 
occasionally made such loans as that order permitted. Un. 
tier the restrictions which it imposed, their loans must ne. 
cessarily have been inconsiderable. 

The tables reported to the legislature during the first 
week of its session, will show the whole amount of the cx. 
penccs of this hank and its branches, excepting only the 
sum of 71)00 dollars, which was appropriated by the act es. 
tablisliing this bank. All of that sum has been applied 
towards the objects for which it was appropriated, except 
he sum of 250 dollars, which will be placed to the credit of 
the account of expences. These expences have been very 
much increased by the cost of the paper procured and pi e. 
pared for thc-bank, and other unavoidable charges incident 
to the commencement of its operations. We calculate that, 
for the future, the annual expences of the institution will 
amount to about the sum of 26,500 dollars.

I submit it to the consideration of, 
the legislature, whether it would not lie more conducive to 
public convenience, and the due execution of the laws, to 
provide by some general enactment for such occasions, than 
leave each particular case, as at present, to be met by an 
act of special legislation.

Mr. Green, from the committee to whom was referred so 
much of the governor’s message as relates to the peniten¬ 
tiary, made the following report: 

The committee to whom was referred that part of the 
governor’s message which relates to the penitentiary, have 
had the same under consideration, and ask leave to report: 

On an examination of the laws regulating tiie duties of 
the agent of the penitentiary, it will he found there already 
exists a provision for the distribution and sale of the articles 
manufactured in the institution, through the medium of sub. 
agents, to be appointed in different parts of tiie state, or by 
exporting them'to such points as will, in the opinion of tlio 
governor and agent, afford for them a ready market. But 
they arc of opinion that tiie law is defective, in not provid¬ 
ing a speedy and sure remedy against such sub agents as 
may he in default. 

Your committee also deem the law allowing a discount 
of 15 per • mt. for prompt payment, on all articles manu¬ 
factured and sold iu the penitentiary, extremely inconve¬ 
nient. and not at all calculated to advance the interest of 
tiie institution. On enquiring into the practice under this 
provision, your committee have learned, that the law is 
■frequently disregarded, and that a construction has been 
given it which is entirely inadmissible. The agent lias con¬ 
ceived himself justified in allowing or disallowing the dis¬ 
count, at his discretion, in tiie sale of articles of small va¬ 
lue. Against this exercise of discretion, they feel bound to 
protest ,• biit, in justification of the agent, they declare it tu 
he their opinion, that lie has been influenced by a mistake iu 
judgment, and not by corrupt motives. Indeed, in the sale 
ef small articles, it is diilioult to comply strictly with tiie 

I *aw, tram tiie want of small change; and the agent is fre¬ 
quently compelled to disallow the discount entirely, or sub. 
?-iit to a greater reduction in price than the law allows.

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Hence, the uniformity of prices is destroyed, and a loose 
mode of transacting the business is superinduced, resulting 
sometimes to the advantage of the purchasei, and some, 
times to that of the agent, but never to the interest of the 
state. To remedy these defects in the system, your com¬ 
mittee recommend the passage of the bill herewith report¬ 
ed. 

Tiie mode of punishment by confinement and labor in the 
penitentiary, is too firmly engrafted on the humanity of 
our country, for it to remain, at this day, a debateable 
question, whether we shall retain that system, or resort 
hack to the sanguinary code of our ancestors. It remains, 
then, for the legislature, and it is their sacred duty, to cor. 
rcct the abuses, anil amend t lie defects of this system, and 
vender it as efficiently useful as possible. The objects of 
this mode of punishing crime are twofold : First, to apply a 
punishment which shall he emphatically appropriate to the 
nffrori* - and secondly, fit nossible,! to reclaim the crimi. 
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into continued association aiul contact with vice, nrc'apt id 
be in sonic measure contaminated. How, then, can we ra¬ 
tionally hope, that the wretched individual who, from the 
degraded md vicious intercourse of the penitentiary, is 
thrown upon society, will come out a peinitent and reformed 
man? is there not reason to apprehend, that having be. 
come familiar with the place and its punishments, he ceased 
to dread them ; and thus this last restraint on the indul¬ 
gence of his vicious propensities is removed. 

To remedy these defects, your committee believe it. ah so. 
lately necessary to resort to solitary confinement, that 
great subduer and chastener of the human heart. It is in 
this situation, that the mind, deprived of the stimulus of ex. 
ternal objects, is compelled to reflection- Conscience re¬ 
sumes her empire, and sits in judgment on the past conduct 
of the individual. In this solemn communion of man with 
himself, in which his moti ves and actions are scanned with 
an impartial eye ; in which, if virtue is not seen in a'! her 
beauty, he at least has a full perception of the deformities of 
vice; your committee would hope to find an efficient agent 
in producing the desired change in the dispositions of the 
culprit. But they would not rely on the agency of solitary 
confinement alone. They would recommend that religious 
institutions he superadded. A chaplain should he appoint¬ 
ed to attend the penitentiary on the Sabbath, and at such 
other times as might he deemed expedient. He should 
preach to the convicts, and perform wiih them such other 
religious exercises as circumstahces rendered proper. By 
these means your committee believe that much good might 
be done, and the country redeemed from the. reproach of 
depriving a number of human beings, in the heart of a Chris¬ 
tian country, of ali means of hearing the sound of the Gos¬ 
pel. 

The question next presents itself, can these plans be car¬ 
ried into immediate effect ? Your committee are satisfied 
they cannot; the establishment is, in every respect,too con. 
tractcd. There are upwards of sixty convicts now in the 
penitentiary, and there are not more than twenty three cells 
to confine them in. There is no room in the building which 
would answer for a chapel, and there are not a sufficient 
number of work-shops to permit of a judicious distribution 
of the convicts while at labor. Hence, if the views of your 
committee are approved, additional buildings will be abso¬ 
lutely necessary. They would further remark, that there 
is not sufficient room within the present walls, and it. would 
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1)6 tiecesSary to enclose a larger area of ground, US a pai't of 
the plan. Shotikl the legislature, resolve to enlarge the in. 
stilotion, llicy would respectfully suggest, that (lie outer 
wall should be built by contract; but the interior buildings 
might be erected by tlie convicts, and the materials in the 
present walls be used for that purpose. 

in conclusion, they respectfully submit the following reso¬ 
lutions for the adoption of the house :

They have, with great care and labor, examined all the 
evidence and vouchers in support of each charge against 
the state, in the year ending the 10th of October 1822, and 
find ail the charges properly supported by legal vouchers 
and evidence. They also find that the receipts correspond 
with the books of the treasury. They have compared the 
general account, as stated in the auditor’s hooks, with his 
report made to the legislature the present session, and they 
find a perfect correspondence between the bonks and said 
report, with an exception of a clerical error of five dollars,, 
which has been corrected. They Iherefore deem ir. unne¬ 
cessary to accompany this report with a detailed statement of 
the particular items and charges, as it would he hut a rep¬ 
etition of the auditor’s report. The hooks and papers are 
r>< in good order, except the non resident tax book, which 
is much worn, and indeed in some places, almost entirely 
defaced, and ought, in the opinion of the committee, to be 
reinedied i inmedi ate! y. 

Your committee think it due to that department, to state, 
that the whole of the business has been done with great ac¬ 
curacy, neatness, and in an excellent manner.

The joint committee appointed to examine the situation 
of the Batik of Kentucky and its branches, beg leave res¬ 
pectfully to submit the following report. 

The annexed table marked (A.) shews the situation of 
the institution up to the 15th of October '822. The aggre. 
gate of capital stock is 2 449,120 ; whereof 596,700 is own. 
ed by the state, and 1,852,420 by individuals and corpo. 
rate bodies. The amount of issues or notes in circulation 
is 1,017,003 49 cents; the cash on hand is 978,1 14 97, of 
which 272,569 64 is specie. Paper of the bank emitted at 
one and collected at another of the offices is 4 1 8,6 5 0 36. 
Notes on the Bank of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
274,174 47. Foreign notes, good, and in credit 6,758, 
Notes uncurrent, insolvent and counterfeit 5,962 50. The 
debts due the institution 3,205,747 26. The arrears of 
interest ami damages due upon suspended debts are notta. 
ken into this calculation, i’hc deposits are subject to the 
following specialties : Balance due from the different offi¬ 
ces, each to the other, 1 10,143 33. Specie 18,7 3 0 85. 
Notes of the Bank of the Commonwealth 192,095 55. Cur. 
rent foreign notes 4,675. Applicable alone to commitment 
in bank 4,746 96. Thus leaving the bank only responsi. 
blcin their own notes or their equivalent, for 403,278 of 
deposits. There has been reclaimed of the issues by col. 
legions and receipts of the paper of the parent hank and 








branches, the sum of 418,650 36 ; reducing the amount o£ 
paper of the institution that is in circulation to 598,353 13.* 
The real estate of the bank is estimated at 165,511 73. 
The banking houses are valued to 63,978 82 ; which sum 
deducted from the total valuation of tire real property of 
the corporation, will give the amount of debt that has been 
extinguished by the receipts of real estate ; which amount 
is 101,532 91. There has been taken up by, and surren¬ 
dered to the institution 3,5 14 shares of stock. Your com¬ 
mittee attempted, in conformity to that branch of the reso. 
lutions requiring of them to ascertain and state the debts 
due by each individual stockholder, and their responsibil¬ 
ities to the bank and brandies, but were unable to effect 
that object ‘dative to the branches; none of whom, in their 
quarterly returns, have given any information on the sub¬ 
ject, beyond the amount of stock pledged for the payment 
of debts. 

Your committee are apprised that the ascertainment of this 
fact, would be a work of much labor, and require more time 
than they have, from the advanced period of the session, to 
complete it. To do it satisfactorily and correctly, the pa¬ 
rent board would have to make out copies of the register of . 
the names of the stock-holders, and the amount of stock 
owned by each individual stock holder, and forward it to 
each of the branches ; the register of stock being only kept 
at the mother bank. To require this of the ollicers of the 
mother batik, and await the return of the reports of the 
brandies, would procrastinate the report of your committee 
to a period beyond which time we hope the session of the 
legislature will have dosed its labors. Desirous however, 
to comply as far as practicable, we have required of the 
parent bank an expose of the individual responsibilities of 
the stock-holders indebted to that office, which will be found 
in the annexed table marked (B.) The subjoined table 
(C.) will shew the amount of stock of the respective bran¬ 
ches ; the amount of specie, Kentucky, Commonwealth’s 
paper &c. that is on hand. 

Your committee required of the officers of the bank, a 
statement of the amount of debts which are secured by pled¬ 
ges of stock, and received the information that there is 
on loan by the bank 453,392 79, on a pledge of 5953 siiares. 
Estimating the shares at par value, and the bank has pled, 
ged 595,300 for the payment of 453,492 79. 

Your committee have turned their attention to the sol¬ 
vency of the debts due "the institution, and received from 
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the president in substance the following information-. ‘ A ^ 
general scrutiny has been instituted into the character of 
the debts to the bank since the date of the estimate of its 
"worth, which was submitted to. the general assembly in Oc. 
tober 1821. That estimate was designed to represent the 
true situation of the corporation, and no doubt did so,as far 
as the nature of things allowed ; but in estimates so hy¬ 
pothetical, as all speculations upon individual circumstan. 
ces necessarily are, certainty or precision are neither to be 
attained nor looked for. Hence it has happened, that debts 
viewed at that time as unquestionable, have been since de¬ 
veloped to be equivocal, whilst others regarded as precari¬ 
ous, have been partially or entirely secured or realized, 
Upon the whole, there has perhaps been no material change.’ 
They have thought proper to ascertain the amount of debt 
due from the institution to the Hank of the United States. 
The result of that enquiry terminated in the ascertainment 
of the fact, that there is at this time only due to the bank of 
the United States S 10,5(35 51. 

Your committee, contrasting the situation of the Bank of 
Kentucky, with specie paying- banks of the several states 
of the Union, would beg leave, by way of illustrating ami 
supporting an opinion common to the committee, that 
though she is in fact unable at this moment to redeem her. 
paper that is in circulation, or to resume specie payments 
immediately, yet she will he ultimately able in good faith 
to discharge her debts, and is at this time in as good or bet. 
ter situation than a majority of the specie paying hanks of 
the sister states, or the much boasted bank of the nation. 
AVe should like to have brought in review before the gener. 
al assembly, the condition of each of those banks ; but for 
tear of incurring, the in\ idious displeasure of the several 
corporations of the sister states in which we have no inter¬ 
est, we will only call the attention of the legislature to 
the situation of the national hank. By the meeting of the 
Stock-holders on the 1st of October 1822, and from their 
report, \ve learn she has in circulation 5,456,S9l 90; on 
deposit 8,8ft, 132 38 ; making her total commitment 14, 
328,024 28 ; to redeem which,she has on hand 3,346,434 22 
in specie; with a redeemable fund of 1,475,593 53 ; ma. 
king her total means of redemption 4,822,027 75; which 
taken from the total commitment leaves a balance agaiii'-i 
her of 9,933,907 78, irredeemable other than by the debts 
due the institution. It also shews that she has in circuia- 
tion S2 9G cents in paper, for every specie dollar in her 
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Vaults, which is a greater disproportion than that of the 
Jlank of Kentucky. 

Your committee would not, he understood in making these 
remarks as desiring to distrust tjie powers of the Bank of 
the United States to redeem her paper in circulation : but 
having the utmost confidence in the ability of that corpora¬ 
tion to discharge its debts, have thought proper to exhibit 
this calculation to remove the erroneous impressions that 
have gone abroad, prejudicial to the solvency of the Bank 
of Kentucky, with a hope that it might have some faint in¬ 
fluence in restoring the unwarranted depression of its pal 
per, and assist in elevating it to its proper standard with 
her sister banks of the Union. 

Your committee, in dismissing this subject, feel it a duty 
they owe to society to express their confident belief, that 
the institution will be able, as speedily as the situation 
of the country will permit, to wind up its business’, and 
finally, to discharge its debts to the ultimate satisfaction 
of the holders of its paper.

Bank of Kentucky, November 21st, 1822. 

Bear Sir : 

In response to the several points of enquiry contain¬ 
ed in your note of this morning, I now submit the following 
statements : 

1st. There is due to the Bank of the U. States gl0,565 31. 

2d. The debt upon a pledge of stock, is S453,392 79; 
the number of shares pledged, 5,953. 

3d. No general scrutiny lias been instituted into the char¬ 
acter of the debt to the bank, since the date.of the estimate 
of its worth, which was submitted to the general assembly 
in October 1821. That estimate was designed to repre¬ 
sent the true situation of the corporation, and, no doubt, 
did so, as far as the nature of things allowed ; but in esti¬ 
mates so hypothetical, as all speculations upon individual 
circumstances necessarily are, certainty or precision are 
neither to be attained nor looked for. Hence it has hap¬ 
pened, that debts viewed at that time as unquestionable, 
have been since developed to be equivocal, whilst others, 
regarded as precarious, have been partially or entirely se¬ 
cured or realized. Upon the whole, there has perhaps been 
no material change.

Gentlemen of the Senate, 

and of the House of Representatives : 

Within the last two years, extensive contracts have ne¬ 
cessarily been made by the Keeper of tiie State Penitentia¬ 
ry, for the article of iron. Many of the convicts are lucra¬ 
tively employed in the manufacture of nails, and other com¬ 
modities composed of the same metal, of simple execution 
and ready sale. To keep the individuals engaged in this 
branch of industry constantly employed, the successive 
Keepers have sometimes been compelled to purchase mate¬ 
rials on credit ; and in consequence of the slow sale of other 
articles manufactured in the institution, the whole proceeds 
of the sales of the must disposable articles, were found indis¬ 
pensable to support and keep the establishment in operation. 
While the manufactured articles on band have gradually 
augmented to a very large amount,- the increased debt, al¬ 
most exclusively incurred in the purchase of iron, has 
amounted to a sum exceeding ten thousand dollars—the 
limit of the sum which by law the state may he in advance 
to the institution at any one time. It is therefore a fact, 
that while the manufactured articles on hand, abundantly 
prove that the ultimate means of payment far exceed the 
amount of debt due, the debts cannot he discharged with a 
becoming punctuality; its credit is impaired, and its future 
profit and utility curtailed. 
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■Influenced'by these considerations, and perceiving that 
the institution’ must be seriously embarrassed, unless the 
legislature will authorise the Keeper to anticipate a sum in 
payment from the treasury, not exceeding ten thousand 
dollars. 1 have thought it proper respectfully to invite your 
attention to the subject.

The Speaker laid before the house a letter from William 
T. Barry, David R. Murray, J. R. Witherspoon and John 
Pope, enclosing their report, made in pursuance of an act of 
the last session, establishing a Literary Fund, and for other 
purposes, which is in the following words : 

Frankfort, Nov. 30th, 1822. 

Sir: 

WE have the honor to transmit to the Legislature, the 
enclosed Report, prepared in obedience to the requisition of 
the Act of Assembly establishing a Literary Fund, approv¬ 
ed the 18th December 1821 . This Report would have 
been submitted the first week of the present session, in con¬ 
formity to the third section of that act, but for the unavoid¬ 
able absence of some of the Commissioners, which lias de¬ 
layed its completion until the present time.

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mat ion relative to the establishment, the management, and 
the cx|>ence ol common schools. To facilitate this opera¬ 
tion, 1 lie State was divided into five districts, and to each 
of the commissioners was assigned the duty of collecting 
the requisite information in the district within which he re¬ 
sided. 

Your commissioners regret the necessity of stating, that 
their efforts to collect information, have nol been attended 
with that success which was dcsiied and anticipated. 
1 heir Domestic Circulars have generally been totally dis¬ 
regarded. Many of their Foreign Circulars have shared 
(lie same fate; but, nevertheless, they have been able to 
collect a mass ol information from other States, which 
throws much light on this interesting subject, and lias aid¬ 
ed them materially in forming the conclusions at which 
they have arrived. 

To enable the legislature and the country to determine 
on the accuracy ol their deductions, they here present, in a 
condensed form, the substance of the information which 
they have received, earnestly recommending it to the se¬ 
rious consideration of every man who values practical equal¬ 
ity and the long continuance of our free institutions. 

It is believed, that all tlie New..England Slates, except 
Rhode, island, have systems ol Common Schools, which are 
open and tree to every class of citizens; and throughout 
that whole section of the Union, it is rare indeed to meet 
with a young man or woman who has not a knowledge of 
reading, writing and arithmetic, compeient to all the com¬ 
mon business of life. Of the details of these systems, lit. 
tie has been ascertained, except those which exist in the 
States of Massachusetts and Connecticut. 

The state of Massachusetts is divided into large counties, 
which arc subdivided into townships of various dimensions. 
The townships are aiso divided into School Districts, the 
sized which depends on tiie denseness of the population. 
Each township is, for many purposes, a little republic 
within itself, possessing many of the powers of self govern¬ 
ment. Among those powers, one of the most important; is, 
that of raising money, by an ad valorem tax, for the sup¬ 
port of schools. U is exercised by the legal voters of the 
township, assembled in town meeting. Each man has a 
f ight to propose the sum which to him may seem expedient; 
the vote is taken upon the highest first, and so on, until 
some particular sum obtains the assent of a majority. The 
amount so voted is assessed upon the property of the town- 

























s!up. ami collected like other taxes. It is apportioned 
among the several school districts, in proportion to the 
number of children to be educated in each, and paid over 
to the Trustee of the district. The Trustee is an officer 
chosen by the people of each district, in public riiceting at 
their school, house; and it is his duty to receive the money, 
hire teachers, and superintend all the details ofthe school 
The sum expended in each district, varies, accenting to the 
wealth and liberality of the township, or the number of 
children in the district; but there is no spot, throughout 
the State, from which a school is not accessible from six 
weeks to four months in the winter season, and from two to 
five months in the summer season. The winter schools are 
taught by men, and are attended by boys and girls oi all 
ages, from infancy to mature age. The summer schools 
are taught by ladies, and are attended by girls and young 
children of both sexes. In tlie winter schools, are taught 
reading, writing, arithmetic, English Grammar and geo¬ 
graphy ; in the summer schools, generally, reading and 
writing. The wages of a winter Teacher, are from twelve 
to twenty live dollars per month, according to the wealth 
ofthe district and the replication of the teacher; but the av. 
c rage price is about eighteen dollars, together with their 
board. The summer teachers receive about nine or tea 
dollars per month, together with their board. This system 
is admirable for ^simplicity, its cheapness, and its eiiica. 
cy. It has no complicated machinery to embarrass its 
operations ; its cost is not two dollars per scholar for six 
months’ tuition ; and it reaches and blesses with at. least tin 
most useful parts of knowledge, every child in the communi¬ 
ty, rich or pool-. 

As we travel southerly, Connecticut presents us wilt 
another system of Free Schools, founded on different, prinei. 
pies, but equally efficient and extensive. That State has a 
School Fund, amounting to about S 1,60'Q,000, the interest 
of which is annually applied to the support of common 
schools. To this sum is added an amount equal to two dol. 
Jars on every one thousand dollars of the lists, of taxable 
property throughout the State, drawn from the public treas. 
nry. The State is divided into School Societies, which in¬ 
clude the inhabitants living wilhinthe limits ofthe ccclcsi. 
astical societies or parishes. These Societies have pimer 
to appoint a Committee, Treasurer and Clerk; to lay taxis 
on themselves, by a majority of votes, for the purpose nf 
building and repairing school-houses, and stfpportinf 
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schools. They also have power to establish School Dis¬ 
tricts within their respective limits, and to appoint one in¬ 
dividual as a committee in each district, whose business it 
is to employ an Instructor, and manage the concerns of the 
district. I'iic districts also have the power to choose a 
Clerk and Treasurer, and to tax themselves for the purpose 
of building or repairing their school house, and furnishing 
it with the necessary appendages and furniture. They have 
also power to appoint the necessary officers for managing 
their affairs, make rules relative to the school house, &c. 
and enforce their observance, by excluding from school the 
children of those who refuse compliance with them. Visit¬ 
ers or Overseers of Schools are appointed hy the School So¬ 
cieties, to visit the schools at least twice during each term, 
and examine into the progress which the scholars have 
made in the several branches of learning. No person is 
permitted to teach school within the Society, unless he first 
obtain a certificate of qualification from the Visiters. Each 
Society has the power, by a vote of the majority, to estab¬ 
lish a school of a higher order, the object of which is to in¬ 
struct the youth of the Society in English Grammar, com¬ 
position, geography and the learned languages. The school 
money is distributed among the several School Societies 
and Districts, in proportion to the number of persons re¬ 
siding within each, between the ages of four and sixteen 
years. To ascertain this number, "the committee of each 
district annually makes return to the committee of the So¬ 
ciety, of the names of all such persons ; and the aggregate 
amount being returned to the Comptroller, an officer similar 
to our Auditor, he issues an order on the treasury for a due 
proportion of the public money, which is drawn by tiic Com¬ 
mittee of the Society, and paid over to its Treasurer. The 
money so drawn is paid exclusively towards the wages and 
hoard ot teachers. Jt the school money received by each 
district is not sufficient to pay the teacher and his hoard, the 
balance is assessed upon those who have sent their chil¬ 
dren to school, in proportion to the number of days each 
scholar has attended ^ or, in case that cannot he ascertain¬ 
ed, in proportion to the number of children sent by each. 
Tiius, by the interest of the School Fund, by a slate tax of 
two dollars on one thousand, hy a voluntary tax laid by the 
school societies on themselves, and, in case all these sources 
he not sufficient, hy an assessment upon the parents of 
children sent to school, are raised the moneys which support 
» general system of Common Schools throughout the State 
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of Connecticut. Though more complicated in its machine, 
ry. its effects arc known to be not less beneficial or exten. 
sive, than those of the more simple system of Massachusetts. 
The Connecticut system originated more than 150 years 
ago, and having undergone a variety of modifications, lias 
become an example for other States, and the admiration of 
the Union. 

.New York seems to have borrowed her system in a great 
measure, from her sister state, Connecticut. There is 
however, this difference in the origin of the two systems, 
and the means by which tiiey were brought into existence. 
In Connecticut, it was a voluntary movement of the pen 
pie, uninfluenced by any appropriation from the public 
treasury ; for the school fund originated since the adop. 
tion of the Federal constitution, and came in aid of a pie. 
existing'system ; whereas, in New York, the establishment 
of the school fund preceded the system, and lias been used 
as the principal agent in extending it so generally through 
that extensive and powerful state. The school fund of this 
great state, amounts to upwards of S 1,600,000 ; from the 
interest of which, S 80.000 is annually appropriated to the 
support of common schools. This sum is distributed a. 
moiig the several counties and townships in proportion to 
their population by the latest census. The Supervisors of 
the counties are required by law to levy on their several 
counties, a tax. the proceeds of which, after paying all the 
expeuces of collection, will amount to a sum equal to that 
received for the use of such county from the proceeds of the 
general 1 fund. This tax, added to the public appropria 
tions, makes annually, an aggregate amounting to S160, 
000. The people of each township, in town meeting as 
sembied, are authorised to raise, by a voluntary tax, a sum 
not exceeding the amount levied upon such township by the 
supervisors of the county for the support of schools. If all 
the townships were to exercise til is power, the money so 
raised, added to the foregoing sum, would make a total of 
§240,000. if the money raised from all these sources be 
riot sufficient to pay the wages of the teacher, the balance 
is levied upon the parents whose children attend the school, 
excepting those whose poverty renders them unable to pay 
their due proportion. Fuel is furnished in the same mail 
ner. The cilicers employed in the execution of this sys 
tern, are, a superintendent appointed by the governor ami 
council, the supervisors of counties and their clerks, the 
county clerks and treasurers, the townships in town meet 
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>.ng, commissioners, inspectors and collectors chosen by 
the townships, town clerks, (lie school districts in district 
meeting, a district clerk, three trustees, a treasurer and 
collector, chosen by Hie districts. The superintendent an. 
portions the public appropriation among the several coun¬ 
ties and townships, and on his certificate to the comptrol¬ 
ler tllC jailer issues his warrant lor the amount due to each 
esunty, in I'a*or of the county treasurer, by whom it is 
]iaid over to the commissioners in each township, and bv 
them apportioned among the several districts in proportion 
to the children in each, between the ages of five and fifteen 
years, and paid over to the trustees thereof, by whom it is 
ultimately paid to teachers for their wages. * The county 
and township taxes are collected by the township collectors 
and by them paid over to the commissioners, and by them 
distributed to the trustees of districts. School Districts 
.ia\c also power to levy taxes for building and repairin' 1 * 

| school houses, which are collected by district collectors and 
paid over to the trustees. The commissioners may form 
and alter districts, and hold property for the use of schools, 
iae trustees manage the affairs of the district under the 
direction of the district meetings; build school houses, em¬ 
ploy teachers, hold property as a body corporate for the 
use of tlieschool, &c. &c. The trustees report to the com¬ 
missioners, the commissioners to tiie county clerks, the 
county clerks to the superintendent and the superinten¬ 
dent to the legislature. It is the duty of tiie inspectors to 
examine those who apply for schools, and if they find them 
qualified, certify accordingly; visit tiie several schools,

The whole number of children reported for litc year 
1 goo. between 1 lie ages of five and fifteen r ears, is 3 49,258. 
The average number of months that these schools arc 
taught, is about eight ia the year. The whole number re¬ 
ceiving education in all the schools, seminaries and colle¬ 
ges in'tlie state,* is estimated at 375.000, or more than one 
fn n'ih of the whole population. 'Veil may the stiperinten. 
dent say. “ a system which produces results so honorable 
to mu-legislators, and so favorable to the rigids. _ interests 
and future prosperity oloilr cduntrv, cannot tail, ii contiu. 
r.ed, to give additional strength and stability to our repub. 
j'ican forms of government, to diffuse more widely the bless, 
in°*s o.rational 1 recdom. and to perpetuate tuc c i \ ii and i c. 
ligions privileges we. enjoy.” 

"Travelling still to the South, we pass over the intermediate 
states, as affording nothing calculated to increase our stockof 
useful information, and come to our venerable parent state. 
For several years past. Virginia has appropriated S45.GO0 
annually for the education of poor children. Mr. Jelierson 
tells usj the plan is becoming completely abortive'and must 
be abandoned. “ If, says he. a stogie boy has, received the 
Clements of common education, :t must be in some part of 
the country not known to me.’ llie capital erroi ot her 
system, aopears to consist in attempting to provide for the 
education* of poor children only, instead of adopting a broad 
and comprehensive system which should embrace in its li¬ 
beral scope, every class of the community. Her expert, 
encc lead's to the conclusion, that all efforts to establish 
schools exclusively for the education ol the poor, "iii end 
in a waste of public funds and a depression of spirits in 
that class.of the community, 'proportioned to the elevation 
of their blasted hopes. Her failure is not barren ot instruc¬ 
tion. It is a beacon that warns us what to slum, while the 
success of ether states inspires a confident Irv5t.li. that she 
has missed the object In which she aspired ; not because it 
is unattainable, but' from the errors of the course in which 
it lias been pursued. 

This conclusion is strengthened by the fact, that bofltt 
Carolina, with a population and character similar to those 
of Virginia, has introduced a system of common schools 
utKii'Iv lioa Imon a to pnilpi! with the most flatten ne success- 
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Her system varies materially from tiiose either of Massa¬ 
chusetts, Connecticut or New.York ; but in its practical re¬ 
sults, it affords no evidences of superiority. The original ob¬ 
ject appears to have been, tin; establishment of schools, at 
the public expence, exclusively for the education of poor 
children ; hut so far as attempts have been made on this 
principle, they have, as in Virginia, proved entirely abor¬ 
tive. The only effectual means of accomplishing the edu¬ 
cation of the poor, has been found to be. to assist the. rich in 
establishing and supporting schools, into which the children 
of the poor are admitted free of charge. From the public 
treasury there is an annual appropriation of §40,000, which 
is apportioned according to the representation in the popu. 
far branch of the legislature. To each election district, 
the sum of three hundred dollars for each representative 
sent therefrom,is distributed, and a commissioner is ap. 
pointed in each. Whose duty it is to draw the money, pro¬ 
cure and dismiss teachers, fix the site of schools, decide oh 
the admission of poor children, superintend all the details 
Of the system, and report annually to the legislative body, 
setting forth the number instructed at the public charge 
and the expence of their education. The average number 
annually taught by means of the appropriation for the sup¬ 
port of schools, is about seven thousand, and the average 
cost of each child is about six dollars. In some districts, 
it is twelve or thirteen, and in others not more than two or 
three, according to the talents and management of the com¬ 
missioners. The mode of applying the public money with 
the greatest effect is found to he in assisting neighbor¬ 
hoods to establish schools, to which a certain number of 
poor children are admitted free of charge. Schools are 
thus made accessible to a greater number of the indigent, 
and the costof their instruction is materially diminished. 

There are several other systems of common schools 
which are in successful operation among the eastern states, 
and are widely extending the blessings of a common educa¬ 
tion. In Vermont, New.Hampshire and Maine, they are 
supported wholly by voluntary taxation, and are fully ac¬ 
complishing the brightest hopes oftheir founders and friends. 
Others of the middle and southern states, have made feeble 
efforts for the establishment of Common Schools, which 
have generally been rendered abortive through want of a 
well digested and efficient system. At their last session, 
the legislature of Ohio appointed commissioners to prepare 
a system for that state, and Mississippi at this early stage 
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of her existence, lias taken measures to establish a perntR. 
iient School Fund. Ifo sentiment is more general or more 
incontrovertible, than that •• intelligence is the life of li. 
berty,” and that social comfort,, power, and wealth, and 
fame are its invariable attendants. Hence, statesmen and 
patriots, in every section of the Union, are employing their 
time and their talents, in devising means to diffuse useful 
knowledge, to every class of our free population. 

The Congress of the Union, not less than the state Is. 
gislatnres, have ever been alive to this great and primary 
interest. In all new states formed out of the public do. 
main, ample reservations of public lands are forever set a. 
part for thesupport of colleges and schools; and it redounds 
much to the honor of the Union, that she has made pro. 
vision for educating those of her children, who. through 
innumerable privations, seek for comfort and wealth in the 
midst of her forests, hi a mural, as well as physical sense, 
“ the wilderness will blossom'as the. rose.” 

Of the several systems .iff schools, the outlines of which 
Avc have here delineated, that of Massachusetts is believed 
to be the cheapest, if not the most efficient. There is not 
one salary officer in the whole sytern. livery dollar rais. 
cd is appropriated to the support of schools. The aver¬ 
age expence per child for full twelve months tuition, is be. 
lieved to be less than four dollars. In efficiency, it is all 
that is desirable; for there .is not a spot in the state from 
•which a school is not accessible and open to children of ev¬ 
ery description. The system of Connecticut is more com. 
plicated, probably more expensive, hut not less general or 
efficient. In the system of New-York, there is still more 
machinery, and on examining its details, the success vhick 
lias attended it, is a matter of wonder, and must excite a 
high admiration at Ilia energy and public spirit with which 
this important object has been pursued. We have no data 
by which the cost of tuition cither in that state or Connec¬ 
ticut can he ascertained; but from the nature of their sys¬ 
tems, it is supposed, that it must be somewhat greater than 
in Massachusetts. The amount appropriated from the pro¬ 
ceeds of the School Fund in New.'York affords but about 
2" cents per year to each child actually taught, which 
proves how much a state with small means can accomplish 
by system and energy. This, added to the county tax, 
gives about 54 cents for each child, and operates as an in¬ 
ducement upon the townships and individuals to rr.Ue the 
balance necessary to give effect (o the system. No town- 























sVip which does not organize School Districts, receives any 
jiurt of 'he public money, a:;;! no district which does not 
support a school for al least three months in each year, ran 
receive its due proportion. To these inducements, thus 
wisely contrived, may be attributed the rapid increase of 
organized schools in that great and powerful state. We 
have seen, that the efforts of Virginia are proving abor¬ 
tive, and that her appropriation for schools, is almost lite¬ 
rally wasted. The system of South Carolina is more sim¬ 
ple than those of Connecticut and New. York, and per¬ 
haps even that of Massachusetts; and probably from 
the nature-of the population or the absence of interest and 
responsibility in the commissioners, more expensive than 
either of them. The instruction of each poor child taught 
by means of (Ire public fund, is lull six dollars per year, or 
at least fifty per cent higher than in Massachusetts. That 
this diflci c‘nce is not wholly attributable to the difference of 
habits manipulation, is proved by the fact, that in those 
sections of the country where the commissioners have 
managed the public money vested in their hands to the 
best advantage, the instruction cf poor children has not cost 
more than in the cheapest schools in New. England. One 
strong recommendation of this system is, that there is not 
one officer in it who reccivescompcnsation from the School 
•Money.: but the whole is exclusively employed for the pur¬ 
poses of education. 

From a full consideration of all these systems, your com¬ 
missioners have come to the conclusion, that, wherever it 
is practicable, Common Schools,open and freeto every des¬ 
cription of children, are most consonant to the principles of 
our institutions and produce the most beneficial effects on 
the minds of the rising generation. It is a system of prac¬ 
tical equality, in which the children of the rich and poor, 
meet upon a perfect level, and the only superiority is that 
of mind. Where this system is iinpt acticabie, the next in 
excellence is that in which the public bounty is used-to aid 
the rich in establishing schools, to which the children of the 
poor are admitted free of charge. This feature maybe 
Smnd in the system of South Carolina and New-York, and 
there is a trace of it even in Connecticut. This mode of 
admitting the children of the poor, exposes them to the mor¬ 
tification of being considered and treated as an inferior cast; 
but as it enables them to rise from tiie humble condition in 
which birth or misfortune lias placed them, it is far prefer- 
able to total occlusion from the means of instruction., 


































Though 1 hey may be taunted at school lor the poverty cf- 
their parents, they are enabled to attain an elevation o[ 
mind by which they may far outstrip their rich competitors 
in the honors and distinctions of hie. Hut every appro, 
priation for the benefit of the poor, by the establishment of 
schools for their exclusive instruction, has ever been found 
wasteful of public money and wholly inefficient. To lie 
separated from the rest of the community as a distinct and 
inferior cast, and held out to the world as the objects of 
public charity, is a degradation too humiliating for Hid 
pi ide of freemen. Tut this is not the only cause which will 
ever lead to (he failure of a system founded on these princi. 
pies. To give effect to any scheme, it is necessary that its 
managers should feel some particularintcrest in its success. 
It is not from the ignorant and indigent that (he managers 
of public institutions are ever selected. The application 
of funds exclusively devoted to 1 lie education of the poor, 
will always he vested in the hands of men who arc stimu¬ 
lated to a judicious discharge of their duties, by no motives 
except benevolence and philanthropy. There are few who 
feel these impulses with sufficient force to impel them to de. 
vote their thoughts and their time to plans of improvement 
ami public instruction, from which neither they nor their 
offspring can derive any immediate advantage. Hence the 
funds appropriated for the instruction of the poor arc waste¬ 
ful!/ or improperly applied, and the delightful theories of 
benevolent minds rendered vain and illusory . The truese. 
cret which gives success to the systems of education in 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, New-York and South Carol), 
na, is not so much public good as private interest. When 
the managers of a well digested system and the community 
at large, are interested in its success, it will he successful. 
Thus in South Carolina, it is only by expending,the appro, 
priation for the benefit of the poor in such a way as to pro. 
mote the interest of the rich, that the benevolent objects of 
the legislature arc in any measure accomplished. These 
are not only the deductions of reason, but the results of uu. 
erring experience. 

It now remains for us to consider the condition of edu. 
cation in Kentucky, and suggest such a system of Common 
Schools as may be recommended by the experience of other 
states and is adapted to our peculiar situation. Of the 
University and Colleges, it is not necessary for usto speck, 
because they are not, directly, connected yvith our object 
The County Seminaries are the only institutions, endowed' 
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mon education. At various periods from 1798, to 1820, 
Jaws were enacted enabling the county courts in the several 
counties, to locate 6000 acres of vacant land, for the es¬ 
tablishment and support of a Seminary of Learning, at the 
court house iu each county. By a variety of legislative 
acts, portions of those lands have been permitted to be sold 
and the proceeds expended in the erection of buildings and 
other objects necessary to the establishment of the contem¬ 
plated schools. By an act of 181?, the Trustees of the Sem¬ 
inaries were authorised to sell all their lauds and vest the 
proceeds in the stock of the Bank of Kentucky, the divi¬ 
dends ot which were to be employed in the purchase of more 
stock, until the annual profit should amount to one thou¬ 
sand dollars, when they were to he applied to the uses of 
the respective Seminaries, lint in some cases, from the 
scarcity ot good lands, no fund has been obtained compe¬ 
tent, in the smallest degree, to aid the progress of educa¬ 
tion; and in others, through the negligence of the Trustees 























education) connecting the Common Schools will, the higher 
institutions, and affording advantages to multitudes who 
have not the means necessary to support their children (nr 
three or four years at our University or Colleges, tor 
these reasons, and because they will constitute the sources 
whence the Common Schools must chiefly derive their tea. 
chers, they ought to be religiously preserved, and their in. 
terests and prosperity carefully promoted. But the inter, 
est of the country requires something more. It requires, 
that Common Schools shall be established in the vicinity 
of those who cannot support their children at the County 
Seminaries. To save expence, to preserve the morals of 
children bv keeping them at home under the eyes ot their 
parents, to bring the means of education into every neigh, 
borlmod. and within the reach ofmost.it not all of the using 
generation. are the grand objects which commanded the 

attention of the. last legislature, and deserve the most sen. 
bus consideration. ■ 

Is it practicable? The experience of other states pro. 
claims thatit is. Is there any thing to defeat itin the sparse- 
res.s of our population ? It is true, the light of knowledge 
cannot. be made to shine upon every hunter’s cabin m the 
<Jp11 s of our mountains ; but there is no considerable neigh, 
borhooil which may not be illumined by its benignant rays, 
Plucl, of the States of Maine, New.Hampshire, Vermont, 
New York and South Carolina, areas thinly peopled as 
Kia „ v parts of Kentucky. Yet, they have systems of Common 
Schools which reach and bless even these distant and scatter. 
«rd settlements- The population of our hilly counties is not 
sinead over the cliffs and mountains as in some of those 
suites • but is generally clustered along the banks ot the 
rivers and creeks, so that there are few indeed in the vicin. 
jiv of whom, a respectable school might not be maintained.

>:• and bv an accommodating spirit among the people, a 
large portion of the children might follow the school, the 
parents boarding in turn the children of each other. But 
en immense majority of our population might be accommo¬ 
date,! by stationary schools within a reasonable distance ot 

their dwellings. „ ,

'1 lie town cf Frankfort contains less than one thousand 
whites, null itavs about two thousand dollars per year lor the. 
support of schools. The average number of d.iU ren who 
attend school, is probably less than 100, out of about 1,0 
which the town contains. There, are many who, on ac¬ 
count of the high price of tuition, and the poverty of Him 
parents, arc growing up in entire ignorance, or at mm 

with verv little instruction. . 

President Adams informs us, that the town of Qnincer 
Contains about 1.400 souls, and pays, for the suppor « 
schools, about. §1,700. With this sum are maintained, a 
central school, in which arc taught from one to two bum,red 
boys and girls, and four or live other schools, taught by wo¬ 
men in different parts of the town, and attended by young 
chiidren. The whole number of children there instructed 
must be from ibrec to four hundred. Thus, a less sumo 
money is paid in Qulricey than in Frankfort, jet there are 
at least tim e times as many children taugut m Uic mriwr 

as in the latter. . . „ ,j 

Vfith these facts before them, your commissioner., a.-«» 
to foe conclusion, that the. rich in Kentucky now pay s 
m . or the support of schools, which, if it vcreapp.icdm 
















ucr an efficient system, would be competent to educate eve. 
j-y child in the state, without the aid of the public treasury. 
The children of the rich are educated at an expence which 
miiritt he made, at the same time,to educate those of their in¬ 
digent neighbors. Circumstances forbid, that we should 
expect education in Kentucky at so cheap a rate as it is ob¬ 
tained in Massachusetts; but there is nothing which should 
render it more expensive to us, than to the peopleof South. 
Carolina. In the latter State, the average cost is about six 
dollars ; in this State, it is about twelve. If, therefore, we 
had a system no more perfect than that of Carolina, the 
money which now educates one child would pay for the ed- 
ucation of two. Undoubtedly, more than half the children 
raised in this State arc instructed at common schools in the 
elements of knowledge ; and, from the foregoing premises, 
it evidently follows, that the money paid for their instruc¬ 
tion would he sufficient, even under an imperfect system, to 
extend the same degree of knowledge to all the children of 
their neighborhood. Ought the rich to complain of the irv- 
troducti >n of a system of schools, when it can be proved to 
demonstration, that it will not increase their burdens ? 
Can they lament the adoption of measures calculated to 
make their pecuniary contributions more extensively useful ? 
'Will they grudge to the children of the poor. “ the crumbs 
which fall from their tables” ? Is there a spirit among us, 
which would deny to those who are groping in moral dark¬ 
ness, and perishing with thirst for knowledge, that charity 
which costs us nothing? Your commissioners cannot be¬ 
lieve they have to combat a spirit so contracted and illib¬ 
eral; and hence, they cannot anticipate any objections to 
the introduction of a system of schools, from those who are 
now under the necessity of purchasing instruction for their 
own children. No; they will hail with rapture the pro¬ 
gress of that plan which promises, not to make the hand of 
taxation bear more heavily upon them, but to extend the 
benefits which flow from their present contributions. 

If,as we haveendeavored to show,the money now paidby the 
rich is sufficient to support a system of schools which shall 
embrace in the arms of its benevolence, all the children of 
the poor, it becomes their interest, even in a pecuniary point 
of view, to promote the objects of the last legislature. The 
sum now paid by them being competent to the support of 
the proposed system, it follows, that public appropriations 
for the support of schools must necessarily lessen the amount 
they now have to pay. Were schools supported wholly 
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from the treasury, it would not only extend instruction to 
the poor, but relieve the rich from all contributions, at least 
directly, for the education of their own children. As die 
money now paid by them is sufficient to support the propos¬ 
ed system, it is evident, that all public appropriations, with 
the same objects, must lighten their burdens. Tims, if the 
School Fund yield $50,000 annually, it will diminish the 
amount now paid by the rich for the education of their own 
children, to that amount, tn a pecuniary view, therefore, 
the rich will lie benefited by the introduction of a system of 
schools ; and its advantages to the poor, and the State at 
large, are wholly incalculable. 

But pecuniary advantages are but paltry and grovelling 
considerations, when compared with the moral and intellec¬ 
tual improvement which would follow in the train of a well 
digested system of common education. There is no check 
upon the aristocracy of wealth, so effectual as the equality 
of knowledge. A people well educated, will never be the 
slaves of tyrants, or the tools of demagogues.’ Those wlm 
have aimed to subvert the liberties, or abuse the confidence 
of a free people, have approached them through their igno¬ 
rance. When the bloody Murillo overran the fair province 
of JNew.Grenada, the course lie took to exterminate the 
seeds of liberty, and crush the. germ of revolution, was to 
put to death every man who could read and write. The 
rest, he wisely thought, would be tame slaves. To discour¬ 
age schools and check the progress of knowledge, is one ob¬ 
ject with the members of that combination against mankind, 
called the Holy Alliance. The principles and acts of these 
men are, to republicans, a most impressive lesson. If ty¬ 
rants are so well aware that ignorance is the foundation of 
their power,with what zeal and perseverance ought the friends 
of liberty to promote the increase and extension of know¬ 
ledge ! It is the prop which sustains free institutions, and 
the lever which overturns the oppressor’s throne. Happi¬ 
ly, w-e are not laboring to undermine a fabric of despotism ; 
but to remove the rock on which tyrants build. It was 
not Csesar that overturned the libertiesol' Rome—it was ig¬ 
norance. It was not Napoleon that made France a des¬ 
potism—it was ignorance. It is not the Holy Allies that 
keep Europe in bondage—it is ignorance. Knowledge 
maintains there a silent warfare, which now and then bursts 
forth in open revolution. In Spain, in Naples, in brave 
deserted Greece, she lifts her voice and calls upon Europe 
to shake off the incubus which oppresses the mind and ener- 
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j-ies of man ; but seas of blood must yet be waded, before 
she assumes her legitimate empire over the affairs of nations. 
Even on American soil, bordering on our own happy conn, 
try, ambition lias found this broad rock, and is attempting 
to erect thereon a despotism more terrible than that of the 
wretched Montezuma. While monarchs and usurpers un¬ 
derstand and pursue their own interest, by extinguishing 
the lamp of knowledge, and punishing with death the free 
expression of opinion, let us not he blind to the means of 
preserving and perpetuating our own liberties. Bind the 
minds of men in chains of ignorance, and it requires but a 
moderate portion of art and talents to enslave their bodies. 
Wherever these chains exist, let us break them. Let us 
wage on the citadel of ignorance a perpetual and extermin¬ 
ating war. Let us remove every fragment upon which am. 
bition can seize, to erect his gloomy edifice. It is the first 
of our political duties—we owe it to our principles, to our 
institutions, to our posterity, and to mankind. 

That know ledge, is power, is an axiom too generally ad¬ 
mitted. to require demonstration. Its truth is equally ob¬ 
vious, whether in reference to persons or to communities. 
Who possesses the greatest influence over the minds, and 
consequently over tiie actions and fortunes of his fellow- 
men ? It is not the man of exhorhitant wealth; hut it is he, 
who with integrity of character, unites the most intelli¬ 
gent mind. To him, the ignorant look up for instruction 
and example, submitting to his opinions and direction, with 
the consciousness of inferiority. The demagogue abuses 
this confidence for sinister purposes, and the tyrant makes 
use of it to place Lis foot upon tlie necks of his credulous 
fellow.mortals. All minds cannot be made equal in intelli¬ 
gence ; for nature has endowed them with different capabil¬ 
ities of improvement. But in proportion as the minds of 
the people are enlightened, they approximate real equality, 
and are enabled to discover and defeat the arts of dema¬ 
gogues, and the designs of tyrants. Instead of looking 
abroad for counsel and direction, the mind relies upon its 
own resources ; the character of the man is elevated; he 
becomes independent in reality, as well as in name, and ap. 
prcciates the value of that liberty, of which before he had 
only made a senseless boast. IJow changed would he the 
face of things, were the avenues to knowledge open and 
free to the whole community ! Mow- many minds, of dia¬ 
mond brilliancy, would be brought from the pit of indi¬ 
gence, to sparkle on the brow of society ! It is now a con. 
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solation to the poor Father ami mother,that, politically, thei : 
offspring have power to rise to the highest offices in the 
state; but what would be their affection for republican in. 
stitutions, could they see their country, with a benignant 
hand, bestowing that mental wealth, which would enable 
their children to enter, with the sons of the rich, the bright 
path of usefulness and honor ! The rainbow of hope would 
encircle the abode of wretchedness, and the path to the 
grave would he strewed with flowers. Irretrievable, hope, 
less degradation would forever cease ; and the aged parent, 
who had been struggling through life to elevate his family to 
an honorable rank in society, would feel bis youth renewed 
in the expanding mind and opening prospects of his rising 
children. Where there are schools open to the poor, this 
picture is often realized. Their children become the most 
eminent and useful men, the brightest ornaments of society; 
and in the race of honorable promotion, far outstrip the 
pampered sons of wealth and luxury. To the republican, 
the means which thus elevate one half of* society, and in a 
great degree counteract the disparity of wealth" and restore 
man’s natural equality, cannot he indifferent. The improve, 
tnent of morals, the subjection of appetites and passions, 
and the increase of enjoyment, which spring from edura. 
lion, make it not less interesting to the moralist, the phi. 
lanthropist, and the Christian. 

In the increase of individual power, and the elevation o? 
individual character, consist the increase of the power 
and the elevation of the character of that society of which 
they form the constituent parts. If, at the present moment, 
every man in Kentucky were well educated, what would he 
her relative standing among surrounding communities? 
As ignorant men apply for instruction to their more intclli. 
gent neighbors, so would surrounding states look to Ken¬ 
tucky fur example arid instruction. It would give us asu. 
periority, more uselnl, more honorable, and more perma¬ 
nent, than the yoke of the conqueror, or the authority of the 
despot. It would be a superiority of moral power, which 
resists the force of armies, and conquers the conqueror. 
'Flic arms of Rome achieved the conquest of Greece; but 
Rome herself bowed to the dominion of Grecian Literature. 
As w e w ould elevate our individual character, and increase 
the circle of our own influence, so it becomes us to elevate 
the character and enlarge the influence of our State. We 
arc placed in the centre of the Western States. Should the 
communities which surround us neglect the interests id 
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learning, it is within our power to give Kentucky an ascenl 
dancy of influence, which may produce incalculable bene, 
tits to tier, without inflicting upon them the semblance of an 
injury- Hut should they listen to the dictates of a sound 
policy, and introduce systems of general education, it will 
be no less important that Kentucky should adopt the means 
of preserving her present equality. 

In fine, the legislature and people of Kentucky are en¬ 
couraged and stimulated by every motive which can touch 
their interest or their pride, to attempt the introduction of 
a system of schools, which shall dispel the ignorance that 
enshrouds a considerable portion of the rising generation. 
They are encouraged to it by tbe success of other States, 
and the condition of our own ; they are stimulated by the 
interest of (lie rich and the poor—by humanity, morality, 
religion, patriotism, the prospect of elevating the individual 
character of our citizens, and giving Kentucky a proud and 
elevated stand among the Stales of the Union. In splendor 
of talents she is not second to the proudest of the American 
Republics ,: let her excel them in the wisdom and intelli¬ 
gence of her people. 

Our means are ample. The profits of the Common, 
wealth’s Bank, and the property belonging to the State, 
enable the legislature to create a School Fund of almost any 
assignable magnitude. At present, the annual fund appro, 
priated to this object, is one half the net profits of the Com. 
monwealth’s Bank, which may be estimated at about sixty 
thousand dollars. On an average, this would yield to each 
county about eight hundred and fifty dollars annually. If 
each county were divided into sixteen school districts, this 
would, on an average, give about fifty, three dollars to each 
district. It is apparent, that this sum is not sufficient to 
support a school any length of time which would be useful 
to the district ; and, without the aid of additional funds, 
would be entirely lost to tbe community. The important 
question is, how shall these additional funds be procured ? 
After serious consideration, your commissioners discover 
but two modes, which it is expedient to attempt or practica¬ 
ble to adopt. One is, to assess the requisite amount on the 
parents of such children as attend Hie school, admitting a 
number of poor children, free of charge, on account of the 
public fund. Tbe other is, to authorise the School Dis¬ 
tricts, in District Meeting, to impose on themselves a vol¬ 
untary tax, for this, important object. As Hie first plan 
will expose the poor to be considered as an inferior and de. 




































graded cast, by tlsc children of the rich who attend the 
same school, your commissioners prefer ami recommend 
the adoption of the latter mode; leaving the question of 
taxation, wholly at the discretion of the legal voters in the 

district. . 

In accordance with the principles herein discussed, your 
commissioners recommend the adoption ol a system of 
Common and Free Schools, of w hich the following shall be 
an outline : 

Let the officers to be employed he, a Superintendent, the 
County Courts, the Clerks of Counties, the Sheriffs, three 
Trustees in each School District, a District Clerk, Collect, 
or. and Treasurer, the People of the School District in Dis¬ 
trict Meeting, and Inspectors of Schools in each County, 
not exceeding ten in number. 

The duty of the Superintendent should be, to apportion 
the school money among the several counties, according to 
the. number of voters in each ; to communicate the amount 
apportioned to each county, to the County Clerks; to cor. 
respond with, and give directions and forms to all the sub. 
ordinate officers of the system; to promote its extension, 
bv ail proper means, and report annually to the legislature 

__making such suggestions relative to the School F und, and 

the system of Schools, as his observation or experience may 
dictate. 

It should be f lie duty of the County Courts, to form and 
alter School Districts, os the public good or convenience 
inov require, and appoint any number of Inspectors not ex. 
cecding ten. 

It should be the duty of County Clerks to record the 
limits of every School District, when formed or altered ; to 
give public notice thereof to each district, appointingthe time 
for the first meeting ; to apportion among theseveral School 
Districts the amount of school money apportioned to his 
county, according to the number of children in each, be. 
tween the ages of live and fifteen ; receive the reports of 
the Trustees of Districts in his County, and make an ag. 
rregate report to the Superintendent. 

It should he the duty of the Sheriffs, to receive the school 
money apportioned to each county, at the time ot their an. 
mini settlement with the Auditor, and immediately on their 
return, pay over to the District Treasurers the amount ap. 
portioned to each district. 

It should be the duty of (he Trustees of Districts, to pro¬ 
vide School-Houses, employ Teachers, superintend thepre. 
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parations and details of the. School, draw on the Treasurer 
for the expeuces. and report annually to the County Clerks 
the number .of children taught in their districts, the number 
of mouths their school was kept, the expence thereof. &c. 

It should be the duty of District Clerks, to record Use 
proceedings ol all district meetings, and act also as Clerk 
to tiic Trustees. 

it should he the duty of the District Collector to collect 
all taxes levied in district Hirelings, and pay the, same over 
to the Treasurer—making settlements with the Trustees. 
The Sheriffs or Constables might be employed to perform 
this duty. 

It should be the duty of the Treasurers to receive the 
school money from the Sheriffs and Collectors, pay the or¬ 
ders of the Trustees, and settle with them annually, or as 
often as required. 

The people of each district, assembled in district meet¬ 
ing, first by notice from the County Clerk, and afterwards 
by notice from their own Clerk, should have power to de¬ 
termine whether they will organize the district, for the 
pui'pise of establishing a school therein, or not; to levy 
taxes for the building of school houses and supporting 
schools; to elect a Clerk, Collector, Treasurer and three 
Trustees, annually; to instruct the Trustees, in the per¬ 
formance of their duty; to locate school houses, or appoint 
impartial men to do it; to make rules for the preservation 
of their school house, and perform such other acts as the 
interest of the school may require. 

The Inspectors should be authorised to examine persons 
proposing to teach school; to give or refuse them certifi¬ 
cates of qualification ; to visit the schools in the county at 
least twice in each season, examine the pupils as to their 
proficiency, and make such suggestions to I he teachers and 
trustees, and give such advice to the children, as the inter¬ 
ests of education and morality may seem to require. 

I lie leaclicrs should be men of good moral character, 
capable of teaching manners as well as letters ; and none 
should be employed, unless he could procure a Certificate of 
qualification from two or more of the Inspectors mimr 
within the county. 

II no districts were organized in any county, no portion 
of the public fund should he paid to tiie’Sheriff thereof; but 
it should beheld in reserve, until such organizatiorPsliould 
hike place. If any district refused to tax itself, in aid of 
the public fund, in a sufficient sum to support a school at

sinners have agreed to recommend, as giving the. highest 
assurances of success, in the present condition, ol lieu, 
tacky. In fixing its details, there are many particulars tn 
he provided for,'which it was not necessary to suggest. If 
it shall be adopted and carried into successful operation, 
or if the hints here thrown out, will lead to the. formation 
and introduction of a better system, the undeisigned will 
Peel themselves amply rewarded lor their labor, in the in.

" Your dissentient suggests, that in tendering to the legis¬ 
lature this report, he has been wholly influenced by a sense 
of duty, and deplores the necessity of making so unfavora¬ 
ble a report, as relates to the county which he represents ;

Moxtizelt-o, Quincy, July 22d, 1822. 

Sir : 

I know not that I ever received a letter with more 
pleasure than yours of < lie 30th June last, except the cir¬ 
cular from your Committee, which I received some days be¬ 
fore. 

The wisdom and generosity of your legislature in making 
liberal appropriations in money, for the benefit of Schools, 
Academies, Colleges and the University, is an equal honor 
to them and their constituents ; a proof of their veneration 
for literature and science, and a portent of great and las. 
ting good to North and South Asnerica, and to the World. 

Great is truth—great is liberty, and great is humanity, 
and they must and will prevail. I have communicated 
your letters to as many of my friends as I have seen, and re¬ 
quested them to assist me in complying with your views. 
Il'tlie taper thread of life should continue to burn a little 
longer, I hope that you will hear more from me. At pres, 
cut, blind and paralytic, I. am incapable of research or 









seavcli. I can only give hints from memory. A law of 
this Colony, almost two hundred years ago, obliged every 
town to maintain a school, master, capable of teaching the 
Greek and Roman Languages, as well as reading, writing 
and arithmetic in English. Those school, masters were to 
be examined by the clergymen and magistrates ; and the 
clergymen in those days were all learned men. This law 
is in force to this hour; though not so punctually executed 
as it ought to he. 1 had myself the honor to be a school¬ 
master from 1755 to 1758, in the town of Worcester, under 
this law. These school.masters and school.houses, are 
maintained by taxes, voluntarily imposed on themselves by 
the people, in town meeting, annually; and the ardour of 
the people in voting money for this noble purpose, is aston¬ 
ishing. In this small town of Quincy, consisting of not 
more than 1,400 inhabitants, I think they voted this year. 
Si, 700, for the support of schools—more than a dollar a 
head for every man woman and child in the place.. The prin¬ 
cipal school, which is not more than half a mile from me, 
pours out of its doors, at twelve o’clock every day, from 
one hundred, to two hundred boys and girls, as happy as 
Scott or Shenton, has discribed them and their masters, in 
their romances. Besides this principal school, there arc 
not less than four or five schools kept by women in differ-* 
ent parts of the town, for children of both sexes, too young to 
he able to travel to the central school. Besides these town 
schools, there are Academies under the auspices of the le. 
gislature, and others established by private munificence 
for teaching languages, arts and sciences, on a more enlar¬ 
ged scale. All these subordinate institutions are preparato¬ 
ry to the qualifications of young gentlemen to enter the 
University. The Universities and the schools mutually 
support each other; the schools furnish students for the 
College, ami four years afterwards, the College sends the 
young men into the country to keep school.

Your favor of the 15th June is received, and I am very 
thankful for lire kindness of its expressions respecting my. 
self; but it ascribes to me merits which 1 do not claim. I 
was one only, of a band devoted to the cause of Indepen. 
dence, all of whom exerted equally their best endeavors for 
its success, and have a common right to the met its of its 
acquisition. So, also, in the civil revolution of 1801. very 
many, and very meritorious were the worthy patriots who 
assisted in bringing hack our government to its republican 
tack. To preserve it in that, will require unremitting vi. 
gilance. Whether the surrender of our opponents, their 
reception into our camp, their assumption of our name, and 
apparent accession to our objects, may strengthen or weak, 
en the genuine principles of republicanism, may he a good 
or an evil, is yet to be seen. I consider (be party division 
of Whig and Tory, the most wholesome which can exist in 
any government, and well worthy of being nourished, to 
keep out those of a more dangerous character. We alrea. 
dy see the power, installed for life, responsible to no au. 
thority, (for impeachment is not even a scare.crow,) ad. 
vancing, with a noiseless and steady pace, to the great ob¬ 
ject of consolidation. The foundations arc already deeply 
laid, by their decisions, for the annihilation of constitutional 
state rights, and the removal of every check, every coun¬ 
terpoise to the ingulfing power of which themselves are to 
make a sovereign part. If ever this vast country is brought 
under a single government, it will be one of the most ex- 


































That there should be public functionaries, independent of 
the nation, whatever may be their demerit, is a solecism in 
a republic, of the first order of absurdity and inconsis. 
hence. 

To the printed enquiries respecting our Schools, it is not 
in my power to give an answer. Age, debility, an ancient 
dislocated, and now stiffened wrist, render writing so slow 
and painful, tiiat * am obliged to decline every tiling possi. 
blc, requiring writing. An act of our legislature will in¬ 
form you of our plan of primary schools; and the annual re¬ 
ports show that it is becoming completely abortive, and 
must be abandoned very shortly, after costing us to this 
day Si80.000, and yet to cost us £>45,0,00 a year more, 
until it shall be discontinued; and if a single boy has re. 
ceivcd the elements of common education, it must be in some 
part of the country not known to me. Experience has but 
too fully confirmed the early predictions of its fate. But on 
this subject, I roust refer to others more able than I am 
to go into the necessary details ; and 1 conclude with the 
assurances of my great esteem and respect.

1 received, some days ago, your letter of June 30th, 
am! the printed Circular to which it refers.- 
The liberal appropriations made by the legislature of 
Kentucky, for a general system of education, cannot be too 
much applauded. A popular government, without popular 
information, or the means of acquiring it, is but a prologue 
to a farce or a tragedy, or perhaps both. Knowledge will 
ever govern ignorance ; and a people who mean to be their 
own governors, must arm themselves with the power which 
knowledge gives. 

1 have always felt a more than ordinary interest in the 
destinies of Kentucky. Among her earliest settlers were 
some of my particular friends and neighbors : and I was 
myself among the foremost advocates for submitting to the 
will of tJic “ District,” the question and the time of its 
becoming a separate member of the American family. Its 
rapid growth and signal prosperity in this character, have 
afforded me much pleasure ; which is not a little enhanced, 
by the enlightened patriotism which is now providing for 
■ he State apian of education embracing every class of citi. 
























szens, ami every grade and department ot knowledge. JNo 
error is more certain, than the one proceeding from a 
hasty and superficial view of the subject, that the people at 
large have no interest in the establishment ol Academies, 
Colleges and Universities, where a few only, and those not 
of the poorer classes, can obtain for their sons the advan. 
tftges of superior education. It is thought to be unjust, that 
all should he taxed for the benefit of a part, and that too 
the part least needing it. If provision were not made, at 
the same time, for every part, the objection would be a na¬ 
tural one; but, besides the consideration, when the higher 
seminaries belong to a plan ol general education, that it is 
better for the poorer classes to have the aid of the nchcr 
by a general tax on property than that every parent shou.d 
provide at his own expence for the education of his children, 
it is certain that every class is interested in establishments 
which give to the human mind its highest improvements, 
and to every country its truest and most durable celebrity. 

Learned institutions ought to be favorite objects with ey. 
ery free people. They throw that light over the public 
mind, which is the best security against crafty and danger, 
ous encroachments on the public liberty. L hey aie nurs. 
cries of skilful teachers, for the schools distributed throng!,, 
out the community. They are themselves schools ter tlm 
particular talents required for some of the public trusts, on 
the able execution ot which, the welfare ot the people de¬ 
pends. They miiltiply the educated individuals, from among 
whom the people may elect a due portion ot their public 
agents of every description ; more especially, of those who 
are to frame the laws, by the perspicuity, the consistency 
and the stability, as well as by the just and equal spirit ol 
which, the great social purposes are to he answered. 

Without such institutions, the more costly of which car, 
scarcely be provided by individual means, none but the few 
whose wealth enables them to support their sons abroad, 
can give them fiie fullest education; and in proportion as 
this is done, the influence is monopolized, which superior 
information every where possesses. At cheaper and near¬ 
er seats of learning, parents with slender incomes may 
place their sons in a course of education, putting them on ;t 
level with the sons of the richest; whilst those .who are 
without property, or with but little, must be peculiarly in¬ 
terested in a system which unites with the more learned >y- 
stitutious, a provision for diffusing through the entire socie¬ 
ty, .the education needed for the common purposes oi M' 




















A system comprising the learned institutions, may be still 
further recommended to the more indigent class of citizens, 
“by such an arrangement as was reported to the general as. 
scnibly of Virginia in the year 1779, by a committee* ap¬ 
pointed to revise thelaws, in order to adapt them to the 
genius of republican government. It made a part of a 

bill for the more general diffusion of knowledge,” that 
wherever a youth was ascertained to possess talents merit¬ 
ing an education which his parents could not afford, he 
should be carried forward, at the public expence, from 
seminary to seminary, to Hie completion of his education at 
the highest. 

But why should it be necessary, in this case, to distin¬ 
guish the society into classes, according to their property ? 
When it is considered that tiie establishment and endowment 
of Academies, Colleges and Universities, are a provision 
not merely for the existing generation, but for succeeding 
ones also ; that, in governments like ours, a constant ro¬ 
tation of property results from the free scope to industry, 
ami from the laws of inheritance; and when it is consider¬ 
ed, moreover, how much of the exertions and privations of 
all arc meant, not for themselves, but for their posterity, 
there can he little ground for objections from any class, to 
plans of which every class must have its turn of benefits. 
The rich man, when contributing to a permanent plan for 
the education of the poor, ought to reflect that he is pro¬ 
viding for that of his own descendants; and the poor nidn, 
who concurs in a provision for those who are not poor, that 
at no distant day it may be enjoyed by descendants from 
himself. It does not require a long life to witness these vi¬ 
cissitudes of fortune. 

It is among the happy peculiarities of our Union, that the 
States composing it derive from their relations to each oth¬ 
er, and to the whole, a salutary emulation, without the en¬ 
mity involved in competitions among Slates alien to each 
other. This emulation, we may perceive, is not without 
its influence in several important respects; and in none 
ought it to he more felt, than in the merit of diffusing the 
light and the advantages of public instruction. In the ex¬ 
ample, therefore, which Kentucky is presenting, she not 
only consults her own welfare, but is giving an impulse to 


'* i'be t'fpcrt was made by Mr. Jefferson, Mr. Pendkton and Mr. Wythe. 
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Throughout the civilized world, nations arc courting the 
praise ot lostcriug science and the uscliil arts , and are 
opening.their eves to the principles and the blessings of re. 
presentatiye government. The American people owe it to 
themselves, and to the the cause of free government, to 
prove by their establishments for the advancement and dif. 
fusion of knowledge, that their political institutions, which 
arc attracting observation from every quarter, and arc re. 
soeeted as models hy t lie new born States in our own hem. 
isphere. are as favorable to' the intellectual and moral im. 
provement of man, as Ihey are conformable to his in<!iv idu. 
;,1 and social rights. What spectacle can be more edifying, 
or more seasonable, than that of Liberty and Learning, cadi 
leaning on the other for their mutual and surest support? 

The committee of which your name is the first, have 
taken a very judicious course, in endeavoring to avail Ken¬ 
tucky of the experience of elder States, in modifying her 
schools. I enclose extracts from the laws ol S irginia on 
that subject; though l presume they will give little aid; 
the less, as they have as yet been imperfectly carried into 
execution. The States where such systems have been long 
in operation, will furnish much better answers to many of 
the enquiries stated in your Circular. But alter all, such 
is the diversity of local circumstances, particularly as the 
population varies in density and .sparseness, that the details 
suited to some. ma\ be little so to others. As the popula¬ 
tion. however, is becoming less and less sparse, and it may 
he wHl. in laying the foundation of a good system, to have 
a view to this progressive change, much attention scorns due 
to examples in the eastern States, where the people arc most 
compact, and where there has been the longest experience 
in pious of popular education. 

1 know not that 1 can ofi'er, on the occasion, any sugges- 
tions-not likely to occur to the committee. Were l to haz. 
ard one, if would he in favor of adding to reading, writing 
and arithmetic, to which the instruction of the poor is com. 
mody limjird, some knowledge of geography, such as can 
easily be conveyed by a globe and map, and a concise geo. 
graphical grammar. And how easily and quickly might a 
general idea even be conveyed of the solar system, by the 
aid of a nlanetarium of the cheapest construction. No in.

The annual appropriation for the College, is at this time 
Si 1,800. 

It was not until the year 1811, that the legislature could 
be brought to adopt another part of the plan proposed to 
them in 1798. This was the establishment of County 
Schools. In that year, they appropriated 40,000 dollars 
per annum to the education of the ch ildren of such of the in. 
habitants as were not able to bear the expence themselves. 
This sum was distributed in the ratio of the representation 
of each district; and commissioners of Free Schools were 
nominated throughout the State, to whose order the respec. 
tive quotas were made payable. These commissioners 
were left very much at large in the application of the money, 
and hence there exists a great diversity in the benefit de¬ 
rived to each distinct, resulting from the intelligence, fideli¬ 
ty, &c. of the respective commissioners. The average is 
about six dollars per head, to the children educated ; but 
in some of the interior counties the cxpence is not above 
two or three dollars per head ; in others, ten or twelve. 
There must be room, therefore, for improving the mode of 
applying this money. Had the legislature completed our 
system, by adopting the central Colleges or Academies at 
each court-house, they would probably have corrected the 
evil. Certainly, those Academies would have supplied 
good teachers, practical superintendents, and the means of 
obtaining an education above the mere elements taught at 
the lower shools, for those who did not aim at the higher 
branches of knowledge taught in the College. 

I am clearly of opinion, that the sum now paid by the 
State, with the aid of the JLancasterian system, would have 
been adequate to completing the system, and rendering it 
more extensively beneficial. 

One of the Academies, devoted to the instruction of suit¬ 
able persons in the Lancastcrian method, would have fur¬ 
nished the whole State with teachers, in one or two years. 

In the application of the School Fund, a method has been 
very generally adopted, which is exactly what was origin¬ 
ally contemplated, and is perhaps the most judicious, if 
faithfully followed up, that can be practised. The princi¬ 
ple on which the State acts, is, « educate the poor, aud the 
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‘such will be compelled to educate themselves.” But still, 
as far as the one object can be made auxiliary to the other, 
there is every reason for rendering it so. This is done by- 
bringing the School Fund in aid of individual efforts to es¬ 
tablish schools, wherever it can be done, so as to contribute 
to the salary of a teacher, who must otherwise be paid by a 
neighborhood, which could not supply as many scholars as 
a master was competent to teach. By pursuing this meth¬ 
od, the means of a plain Country education are now very 
generally diffused throughout the State, and the system is 
unquestionably popular. Mr. Cooper, the present Presi¬ 
dent of the College, I am sorry to observe, lias done toe 
much to render it otherwise; blithe will not succeed. 

It will be seen, from the preceding remarks, that the com 
pensation and board of the teachers, as well as their con. 
tinning in employ, must depend upon the will of the com¬ 
missioners in the respective sections of country. I know 
not whether females arc ever employed ; but! presume they 
are, where convenience or economy recommend it. The 
vacations, aho, rest with the commissioners; and those 
young people who are obliged to labor for subsistence, are 
permitted to retire during the cropping season. 

The number of children thus educated, is about seven 
thousand. They are admitted by the commissioners, and 
are understood to be exclusively of the poorer class of citi. 
Zens, not of the paupers alone. 

Thus, gentlemen, I have endeavored to communicate to 
you all the information in my possession, on the subject of 
the state of public education in this country. If any thing 
more fuH or minute be requisite, 1 beg that you will not 
hesitate to command me. The cause is one in which, as 
men and as citizens, we have all a common interest.

Sir : 

I received your printed circular, a copy of which was 
addressed to me, covering a number of questions relative to 
the establishment and management of public schools in this 
state. It is not in my power to answer your questions hi 






















detail; but I readily give you Such general information as 
is in my power to furnish. 

An act of our state legislature was passed on the 21st 
December 1811, for the establishment of Free Schools, 
throughout the state. By that act, Free Schools were di¬ 
rected to he established in each election district of tiie state, 
the number of Free Schools, to he equal to the number 
of members which each district sends to the house of repre¬ 
sentatives. Beading, Writing and Arithmetic, are to he 
taught. Every citizen may send Ills child to the free school 
nearest his residence, free from expenee of tuition ; hut a 
preference is to be given to poor orphans, and the children 
of indigent parents. Three hundred dollars per annum is 
appropriated for each school. 

But the expence has never exceeded S37,0C0 per annum. 
The legislature appoints, trienuia!ly, commissioners, in each 
election district, who have power to fix the location of the 
schools, and to alter thorn, to appoint the masters and 
change them, to decide on the admission of scholars, and to 
.superintend the whole system, and draw the money out of 
the treasury, and apply it to the intended purposes; the 
Commissioners to report fully annually to the legislature. 

The above is the substance of the plan, it has been a 
little, and but a little modified, since the commencement of 
the system. 

It has certainly done some good, but not as much as was 
expected. The scattered state of our population, made it 
difficult to adapt the system to tiie wants of the country. 
Decent teachers were difficult to he obtained in such num¬ 
bers as were wanted, and at sucji prices as could be given. 

The compact little townships of the Mew England States, 
which are perfectly organized, little sub republics of six 
miles square, manage their- school systems, with admirable 
skill, economy and effect. We cannot, in our situation, and 
with our habits, hope to attain that perfection. But much 
has been done, and more might he accomplished by per¬ 
severance and vigilance. 

The commissioners have, in some instances, united tits 
free schools, with a private school, and have paid the teach¬ 
er so much for each free scholar sent by the 'commissioners. 
In some cases it has answered well—in others not. 

If l had the formation of such a system, l would not take 
the money from the general treasury; but I would make 
each district raise its own fund (through the tax collector,) 
®udit would be expended more carefully and economically. 
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As I doubt not you have sent your judicious circulars, to 
the New England States, where the system is best prac. 
tised, I will not take up your time in crude opinions, when 
you will in all probability, have communications founded 
on great experience. 

I enclose you a summary oi'one year’s returns of the Com 
missioners. 

With my best wishes for the success of your wise and 
benevolent plan of educating the people generally, and thus

Gentlemen, 

The Circular which you were pleased to address 
to me of date 22nd of June last, did not reach me until this 
day. My opportunities at the moment do not admit ol my 
going to a particular detail of answer to the several r;ues. 
lions propounded therein ; but 1 will attempt to reply in that 
general way which circumstances at the moment permit, 
and I will offer you freely my opinions, on a subject which, 
us a parent, and an observer in a long and varied course of 
experience, enable me to do—on a subject which has very 
much engrossed my attention for at least forty years, tiu. 
ring which, I have reared with very grateful success, scv. 
oral children of both sexes, who are now, some of them, of 
mature age and heads of families. 

1st Question. There is in Pennsylvania, a general, hut 
very imperfectly executed'system for the instruction of Urn 
children of poor persons, and there is a particular law 
which embraces the children of the District of Philadelphia, 
county and city. The former 1 cannot from memory describe, 
and only know gencraliythat it is not effective, owing in a 
principal measure to its wantofvigorous and systematic pros, 
edition, the insufiiciency of the means, either to reward com. 
petent teachers and thereby secure their zeal, and the ac¬ 
cordant want of any definite method by which the progress 
or the elementary instruction could be suitably inculcated. 
Another circumstance which probably might be overcome if 
there was any effective or coherent system, is the reaction 
of two kinds of pride; that of the opulent who are repm 
pant to the idea of schools, or education in any thing like a 
school, that has the denomination or attribute of being fay 
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the pool', or as their ideas associate it, with charity. This 
unfortunate pride extends to the actually poor themselves; 
by which I mean that class of men, who acquire their subsis¬ 
tence by useful labors in all the arts, agricultural, median, 
ical and liberal. That a good system would remove this 
obstacle of pride, is manifest frnnrthe solicitude of all class, 
es to educate their children at the Academy of West Point, 
■where education is conducted with a degree of success, the 
most flattering and honorable to the country. There is one 
other school on a similar system founded by Capt. Pat- 
ridge, who formerly superintended the Military Academy. 
It is established at Norwich, in Vermont, and I speak of 
it from experience, as equally eflisrient as that of the Milita¬ 
ry Academy. I know of no other institution for education 
in the United States, besides these two, deserving of the 
name of a liberal institution for education ; fori know of 
no College nr other institution, that is not conducted upon 
a system that appears to me barbarous and adverse to the 
d^velopement of the intellect of the species. I know of no 
female school but one, and that is confined to a few pupils, 
it is conducted by a Madame Fitegeot of this city, who 
is a disciple of Pestalozzi of Switzerland, and teaches in 
his method, somewhat modified to the prejudices of society, 

2nd Question. The public systems in this state are at 
public-expence, but as they are ineflicient it is not worthy 
of your attention. 

3rd Question. The schools of a public ft undation are in 
townships, but they are not general, and 1 believe very few. 
The schools in this district, have, within three years, 
been assimilated to the forms of mutual instruction of the 
celebrated English teacher, Lancaster; a system that has 
the common defect of all modern systems, that of a method 
of rote, communicated and confirmed orally ; hut which 
confines its impressions to the mere accumulation of words, 
anil appears to leave out of view the only important part of 
education, that ot acquiring and comprehending ideas, or 
tacts. This system, however benevolent the views of the 
founder, is connected with the. most unfortunate of all 
prejudices—that is cheapness. The mercenary spirit is 
oue ot the most fatal ot all the causes that injure morals, 
knowledge anil education. In a society where the population 
is cut up into casts and orders, this poverty stricken 
system, may have its uses, because there, every other, or 
better, is hopeless. But it is not adapted to unfold human 
.acuities, nor to lorm or to confirm sound minds. As far 
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as ii can rental*services,probably it docs so here; but a 
is a lamentable evidence of the imperfection or the pcrver. 
sion of the most generous intentions. 

4th Question. In the counties, the county commissioners 
have, I think, the direction or control; and the persons 
chosen to such offices, aTe not exactly the description of 
men, nor do the pecuniary objects for which such stations 
are sought, tend to promote the purposes of the-laws or of 
public benificenee. In this district, a number of benevolent 
men volunteer under a special law and give a certain de. 
gree of attention to the prosecution of the undertaking. 
But even here, the want of conformity of sentiments andap. 
•titude of men of different sects, to give predominance to their 
own peculiar tenets or theories, have a pernicious influ. 
ence, and then the stipends are such, that it is the extreme 
of false economy to waste money, where no man who lias 
faculties can obtain even a commonly comfortable subsis¬ 
tence for his labors. Incompetent teachers are thereforeta. 
ken from necessity ; and it would he disingenuous not to de. 
dare the consequence. The children arc taught to beigno. 
rant, and this must, ever be the result of a mercenary pen. 
ury, where there should not only be the best capacities 
employed, and rewards adequate to that most important 
of all branches of social institutions. 

5th Question. Teachers are engaged at periodical sti¬ 
pends. In somS schools, there are scholars admitted, whose 
parents pay a monthly or quarterly sum. 

6th. The average stipends in different parts of the state, 
would afford no just criterion, as they conform to the means 
or subsistence in each particular place. 

7tii. The Teachers usually support themselves out of 
their miserable stipends. 

8th. Qualifications arc not duly attended to, and it would 
be preposterous to expect, adequate talents for the stipends 
allowed. At a private school in one of the townships ad¬ 
jacent to this city, a very excellent Classical Scholar and 
able Mathematician, who had been a Captain in our army, 
attempted to become a teacher. When he enquired what 
iiis allowance was to he. the answer was, what is the low¬ 
est sum you can possibly subsist on ? The pursuit was 
necessarily abandoned. 

9th. Teachers, wherever I have acquaintance, are rc. 
movable at the pleasure of flic Trustees or Superintending 
officers. 
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10th. There are some females employed ; L'ut lamentably 
deficient ami few. 

lltli. No in .de of comparison can be found between 
males and fejnales. 

12 th. Schools arc kept throughout the year. with, in some 
instances, a vacation at, mid summer and Christmas. 

13th. The numbers of pupils vary. 

14th. The superintendence is as lax as the variety of 
minds, characters and incitements of the teachers, 
l^th. ihe public schools arc free to all who choose to 


send their children. 

16th. They are not attended by every class, 
ITth.

i have, in a rapid way, offered such sentiments and re. 
marks as my judgment enabled me, on the several ques. 
tions. 1 shall, in compliance with your introductory ad. 
dress, offer some “ suggestions,” such as in my humble 
judgment would lead t > the object so intimately connected 
with the happiness and prosperity of our common country, 
and 1 pray you to take what 1 say in that spirit of sinceri. 
ty and frankness which ought to be inseparable from so 
momentous a subject, i do not resort to compliments, nor 
withhold the expression of my free and honest opinions 
from a ceremonious delicacy ; for, on interests so sacred, 
hypocrisy would be the worst of all insolence. 

in my own opinion, the prevailing systems of education 
are all wrong, from the first to the last stage. Education 
begins where itshouki terminate, and youth, instead of being 
led to the dcrelopemcnt of their faculties, by the use o( 
their senses, are made to acquire a great quantity o( 
words, expressing the ideas of other men, instead of com¬ 
prehending their own faculties, or becoming acquainted 
with the words they are taught, or the ideas that the words 
should convey. There is only one system of Education in 
existence lit for a country that is free, or for a people to 
wliorn intellectual knowledge is essential, in an age where 
knowledge is power and ignorance is weakness. And per¬ 
haps yoti may be surprised to learn, that there is only one 
man in this country, and that one man in Kentucky, wlwis 
powerfully qualified to teach and to enable others to teach 
it. But such is the fact, and I shall not hesitate to name 
him to you, and to give you my ideas of his system : as 1 
know it ami saw it, lean warrant the perfection of its 
practice. There is living near Frankfort, a German of the 
name of Joseph JVV/'. He was a coadjutor of Bcstalozzi, in 
Switzerland. He wps offered every rich temptations to goto 
Russia: be preferred coining to the United States, and he 
was mistaken. He is the most disinterested man I ever 
saw, and most capable. No science is to him difficult or 
strange, because his method is such that he can analyze 

























outer bound, as it is erect in space. Draw this outline ac¬ 
curately, and whoever has seen a tree, recognises in ihe 
outline the resemblance, and the idea of a tree. So of a 
horse or a house ; and so of all other sensible objects. Ev¬ 
ery visible thing has a form, and thatis described by lines. 
This fact explains the motto which Plato placed on the 
entrance of the Academy, “ let no man enter here who is 
ignorant of Geometry,” for in fact Geometry is the science 
of forms ; and the knowledge which should he first acquir¬ 
ed, is that first and most universally felt. Hence Mr. 
Neef would teach his pupil the study and the practice of 
forms; he would teach him Geometry before he taught him 
to read or to write. But in teaching him to draw forms, he 
would also teach him to draw letters, and to apply the pow¬ 
er of letters to articulate sounds. 

As next to forms, the first inchoate idea we perceive is 
individuality, number, or multitude ; as we see one parent 
in our mother, another in our father, so the succession of 
number accumulates, and requires terms to class quantities 
or equal or unequal numbers. So that as all things have 
forms, so all things are of number, either one or more in a 
class; there is one or more trees, horses, houses ; and 
number expresses as naturally this classification, as forms 
did that of sensible objects ; and these two principles are the 
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keys of science. Particular forms and quantities compost 
the detail; then come in the varieties of colors to fill the 
outline; then the sense of feeling is brought to comprehend 
other properties besides form, number, colour; objects are 
hard or soft, as a rock or as water. Then another sense 
determines a property of taste; and hearing and smell., 
ing complete the chain of sensation, and the brief principles 
of all human knowledge and ideas, because •'there are no 
ideas apart from these sensations. All ideas belong to them 
directly, or are referable to them by analogy. This is a 
very imperfect sketch of the fundamental principles of an 
accurate education, and by which more knowledge of any 
science or all the sciences maybe, obtained between the age 
of six and fourteen years, than is, or can be obtained in any 
college to the 20th year. I speak knowingly in what I say, 
and if Kentucky he r< solved to establish education as it 
should be, and to possess the ablest and wisest men, the 
men of truest science, and the most correct and compre. 
he hsive knowledge, it is in their power; and at an expense 
so trivial compared with the extravagance of their Colle. 
ges of Freshmen, Sophomores, and all the trumpery of the 
remains of Aristotelian Schools, that posterity would hold 
them in perpetual gratefulness, and they would give a 
signal and proud example of wisdom, which would live af¬ 
ter them. 

As 1 have said so much on this system, and am persuad. 
cd that my suggestions will be received with the same in. 
genuousnessthat they are given, 1 will respectfully sug. 
gest, that an experiment be made, and l shall not hesitate 
to say how I think it may be accomplished. 

Mr. Neef lives, as 1 understand, upon a small farm near 
Frankfort. If any of the members of your committee have 
boys of any age between six and ten years old, or if these 
are not to be had, let ten or twenty boys of poor persons 
be selected, ofgood health, and appropriate such a sum for 
their education as would he paid for boys at any common 
college or academy; invite Mr. Neef to take charge of 
those boys, and to train them up in his system of mental 
and moral exercises, ami there is not a more moral or vir¬ 
tuous man in existence. This school might be made the 
basis of others ; or, if the boys be the children of poor pa. 
rents, the children may be bred up to he the future teachers 
of the same method, and distributed throughout your State. 

These suggestions merit your deepest care. Recollect, 
they proceed from a man who has no interest to serve or sub 
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serve, but that of human happiness. I have used this mode of 
education, as long as it was in my power, with my own chil. 
drcn ; and l have made it a particular study, on account of 
its excellence. This system is not new in its conception. 
The Greeks taught their children geometry and arithmetic, 
before every tiling else. Locke and Condillac have given 
the outline ; but it was Pestalozzi, of Switzerland, who 
realized it in modern times; and it is now spreading silent¬ 
ly over Germany, and has been introduced into France, 
Spain, Russia and England. There are, and were, of the 
schools, in England and in Ireland, eleven. I am possess¬ 
ed of several of the elementary books, translated into Eng¬ 
lish, (from Hie German,) published in Dublin, and have 20 
volumes in German, published in those countries. But Mr. 
Neef requires no book ; nor does any one who acquires his 
method. 

I am persuaded, that in presenting to your attention this 
system, l am offering to you an opportunity to do honor to 
your State, your country and human nature; and if l should 
he so fortunate as to prevail upon you to weigh it seriously, 
and carry it into practice, I am sure to be remembered in 
your lasting esteem ; and the esteem of good men, is to me 
precious.

Sir: 

On looking over the Kentucky Argus yesterday, I saw 
your Circular relating to Common Schools, which it is 
proposed to establish in Kentucky, and I have taken the 
liberty of addressing you on the subject. 

I have not the vanity to believe, that the opinions of an 
obscure individual will have much weight in forming the 
plan which will be finally adopted by the School Commis¬ 
sioners ; but perhaps a few facts, relating to the institutions 
and experience of other States, may be of some use in your 
deliberations. 

The State of Massachusetts is divided into counties, and 
the counties are subdivided into townships. Which may aver¬ 
age about forty square miles each. The townships are di¬ 
vided into school districts, according to the number of schoL 








































ai^s, or persons of both sexes under twenty-one vears of 
age, in such manner that cadi district shall not nuich ex' 
ceed fifty, nor fall short of thirty scholars, and they ircner 
ally average forty five. 

The bounties in that State are of small importance, ex 
cept for judicial purposes; but the Townships are perhaps 
the most perfect democracies now extant, and their’ officers 
levy and collect all taxes, and retain their proportion j„ 
Their own treasury. The legislature only declares what 
the capitation or poll-tax shall he for that year, and the 
Avhole amount of taxes to be raised in each ’township, ac 
cording to the whole amount of property, real and persona! 
in that township. * ’ 

Tn each township the following taxes are levied annually 
and collected 'with legal rigor, viz. the poll tax. state tax! 
county tax, township tax, road tax, poor tax, school tax,ami 
clergy tax; and these taxes are generally very punctually 















The.course taught in these schools, includes spelling, 
reading, writing, arithmetic, English grammar, geography 
ami the rudiments of rhetoric. Each school is" furnished 
(by the State) with the Constitution of the United States 
and of the State of Massachusetts, bound together in neat 
volumes, which are ordered to be read through several 
times by the higher classes ? and the parents furnish all the 
other hooks and stationary that are required. 

The books generally used, are, Spelling Books, Reading 
Lessons, Grammars, Geographies and Dictionaries, of the 
most approved authors; and occasionally, Poetry and the 
works of taste. 

Tlie school agent requires the master to enforce a rigid 
discipline, a strict morality, and an unremitting attention 
to the several studies, while in school. The study of the 
Dictionary is very particularly attended to, and each of 
the higher classes is required, twice a day, to commit a 
page to memory. The class first spell and pronounce eacli 
word in the lesson correctly ; the master then takes the 
hook, and requires them to spell the words without the 
book, tell him the definition or meaning of each, and what 
part of speech it is ; and if one word is missed, the book 
is thrown down, and the whole lesson must pe studied 
again. 

Those who have been through this course seldom have 
occasion to look into a Dictionary again, until advanced 
life impairs the memory. 

The constitutions are read so frequently, that it is a dull 
boy of twelve or fourteen years, who cannot recite, at 
pleasure any clause of these “ supreme laws of the land.” 

i he study ot English Grammar is continued until the 
most difficult sentences in blank verse, &c, are parsed with 
facility, and a correct knowledge of the language obtained. 

In Geogi aphy, the most important particulars are com 
mitted to memory; and in Rhetoric, some of the. best oral 
turns and extracts lrorn plays are committed to memory, 
and pronounced in school, by the first class, for the purpose 
ol wearing off bashfulness, acquiring the proper gestures 
and the various modulations of the voice, so requisite in 
public speaking : and at the close of the quarter, a public 
exhibition before the parents and others is announced. 

1 he system of common schools established in Massachu¬ 
setts, is, m my opinion, the best institution of the kind that 
j 3 to be found any where ; because it is attended with the 
Jeast expence; it is managed by the people themselves, and 
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it furnishes an education which is the best adapted to the 
practical duties of life. 

It is not expected that the same plan will prove equally 
beneficial in every community; because much depends on 
the manners and customs peculiar to cacli section of our 
country. The ardent spirits of the south and west, wUJ 
never be softened into that patriarchal simplicity of man- 
ners so prevalent in the north. 

Our boys and girls from the age of fourteen to eighteen, 
will never pursue their studies together in the same school 
room with regularity, and whisper the tale of love at night 
with impunity. 

Our population is composed of adventurers from every 
State and country, who will “ carve lor themselvesand 
when we assimilate, and form a general character, it will 
be essentially different from that exhibited by the north. 

I have dwelt with too much fondness on the customs am] 
manners of my ancestors, and detailed, with a tedious mi. 
nnteness, the principles and practice of that institution, to 
which I am indebted for what little I know of the rudiments 
of science; but the outline of this rough sketch, may afford 
some hints, Which will be useful in forming a plan for the 
establishment of public schools.

Gentlemen : 

I received, yesterday, your Circular dated the 13th 
March. Believing that the welfare of our beloved country 
depends on the general diffusion of knowledge, 1 takethu 
earliest opportunity of complying with your request, ami 
will endeavor to put you in full possession of all the infor¬ 
mation afforded by the experience of South.Carolina, outlie 
subject of education. I shall not attempt to answer your 
questions in the order in which they are stated ; but will 
furnish all the information I possess, and leave you to make 
such use of it as you think proper. 

The legislature of South-Carolina, by an act which bears' 
date 2 !st December 181 1 , established Fre'e Schools in eve¬ 
ry part of the State. A copy of that act is enclosed, for 
your perusal. You will perceive, that the plan of this act 
was, to appropriate three hundred dollars for every repfs- 
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aerttativc in the popular branch ot tnc legislature, (jee whole 
number of which is one hundred and twenty.four,) making 
the annual appropriations for free schools $37,000. This 
sum has been appropriated every year since, out of the 
public treasury, and is provided for in the general estimates 
on which our tax bills are founded. The free : rhoois, 
therefore, arc chargeable entirely on the rcvfnite of ike Stare; 
and $37,000 dollars is annually appropriated for the pur¬ 
pose, payable as in other eases, “ out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated.” You will perceive, 
further, that the management of the free schools is given ex¬ 
clusively to certain Commissioners, appointed at stated 
periods, by the legislature, in the several districts. 
These commissioners have power to fill up vacancies during 
the recess of the legislature. They have the power of es. 
tahlishing schools within tlieir respective districts, accord¬ 
ing to any plan of which they may approve, provided tin y 
do not draw warrants on the treasury for greater amounts 
than the law permits. The original plan certainly was, to 
have a number of schools in each district, equal to the num¬ 
ber of representatives; audit was supposed, that teach¬ 
ers could be procured for three hundred dollars, the amount 
appropriated. Hut the commissioners, being authorised to 
do so, have generally thought it expedient to lessen the 
number of schools, and increase the salary of the teaciiers; 
and in Charleston, where this principle has been pushed 
further tisan any where else, instead of appointing sixteen 
teachers, with salaries of three hundred dollars each, we 
have but four schools, and tiie teachers receive Si,200 each. 

The act itself', which is enclosed, will furnish a satisfac¬ 
tory answer to many of your questions. I will add a few 
particulars, not to be collected f rom that source. 

The number of schools in each district being equal to the 
number of representatives, does not apportion them exactly 
to tiie population of these districts, inasmuch as our consti. 
tution fixes the representation on a compound ratio of taxa. 
tion ami population. Charleston, for instance.-, would, from 
population alone, be entitled only to about nine representa¬ 
tives, (and of course to nine schools,) but our wealth would 
entitle us to a greater number. The combined ratio gives 
us sixteen representatives, and consequently sixteen schools, 
for each of which we are entitled to three hundred dollars 
per annum out of the treasury. 

Only one or two modifications have been adopted in our 
free school system, since its establishment. Leave has 
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been granted to the commissioners to send their scholars to 
other established schools ; and the commissioners have 
been also authorised to draw on the treasury for the unex¬ 
pended balances of former years. In some of the districts 
it was at one period found impracticable to procure teach! 
ci’s, and <he first of the above, provisions was made to meet 
that case. In other districts, it was- supposed that (from 
the scattered population and other causes) free schools 
could not be established to advantage, in consequence of 
this, such a clamor was raised against the system, that it 
was, on one occasion, preserved by a single vote in our sen¬ 
ate. To appease all parties, it was finally agreed, that 
each district should have annually put to its credit, on the 
books of the treasury, the amount of the appropriation- 
and that this should he suffered to accumulate, for Ihc ex¬ 
clusive use of such district, for the purposes of schools,'and 
to ho drawn for when it could be advantageously expended. 
This satisfied the mal.contents, and in a year or two it was 
found that schools were in operation in every district of the 
State. 

For some years after the establishment of the Free 
Schools, they certainly failed to realise the sanguine expec. 
tations of their friends. The scattered state of our papulation 
v/as the chief cause of out- failure. In the low country, ( par- 
ticularly in that portion cultivated in rice,) the inhabitants 
generally abandoned their plantations in the Summer sea. 
son ; and, of course, tree schools could not be permanently 
established there. Where summer retreats, in the pine bar. 
l ens or on the sea-coast, were resorted to, schools, during 
the summer months, were at first instituted; and latterly! 
it has become customary to establish schools permanently 
in such situations. Still, if: must be admitted, that in all 
situations where the population is very much scattered, the 
success-of the Free Schools has been very partial and lim. 
ited. The great expence of boarding, and the impossibility 
of daily sending children many miles to school, are the 
causes of this failure. In every district, however, experi¬ 
ence has taught the commissioners how to arrange their 
schools, so as to accomplish, in the greatest possible degree, 
the benevolent objects of the legislature. In some places, 
the location of the schools is changed every two or three 
months ; in others,-private teachers have been encouraged 
to establish private schools, on the promise, of a certain num¬ 
ber ot tree school children ; wiaie small sums are sometimes 
paid to persons not professed teachers, for the education of a 
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lew of the neighboring children. By these and other contriv¬ 
ances much good unquestionably results from our free schools, 
even in districts the most unfavorable to their success. The 
clamor, which was very strong against them several years 
ago, nas entirely ceased ; and, (hough some money has been 
wasted, and more lias been injudiciously expended, yet 
much benefit has been already experienced, and the people 
are gradually progressing in intelligence and virtue. In 
all our villages and towns ' i 
the success of the system has been complete, 
wherever the population is such as to furnish 


, and especially in Charleston, 
s. Indeed, 

. . as to furnish fifteen or 

twenty scholars within the compass of a few miles, it is im¬ 
possible that the. plan can fail, unless its direction should 
he committed to dishonest or incompetent men. In Charles¬ 
ton, we have four teachers, with a salary of g 1,200. Each 
of these teachers is required to instruct from 60 to 80 schol- 
ars ; which, by the partial introduction of the Lancasterian 
plan, they perform with great ease. Our commissioners 
are men in all respects qualified for the task; our teach¬ 
ers arc all eminently qualified, and we have, on an average 
two hundred and fifty children well educated, on the free 
school establishment in Charleston ; as well educated. I 
think, in the usual branches of an English education, (viz. 
reading, writing, arithmetic and geography,) as any chil¬ 
dren can oe, in any part ot the world. Perhaps our funds 
would enable us to educate a greater number of children in 
this City, if there existed a necessity for it; but we have 
so many charitable establishments for the education of poor 
children, that every such child is amply provided for. In 
our Orphan House establishment, there are upwards of two 
hundred children clothed, boarded and educated. Our Fel¬ 
lowship Society, educates one hundred ; the South Caro" 
hna Society, one hundred and fifty ; the Ladies’, and other 
minor societies, at least one hundred and fifty more; and 
finally, the Free Schools, two hundred and fifty. 1 believe 
many get their children well educated gratuitously, who 
can afford to pay, whilst no individual is excluded by pov¬ 
erty iroin giving his children a good education. 

1 have (bus given you a rough sketch of our free schools, 
ami wul and my thorough conviction that the benefits re. 
sulang to the state from the establishment, would be cheap. 

1 > pm-chased at double the present expenditure, and yet 
i here are evils and abuses in the system. Among them. 
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of great respectability and talents, ami what is stiil of more 
Consequence, men zealous in the work, are commissioners. 
But in other places, indolent men, without any qualiilca. 
tions, and in some few cases, speculators, have obtained the 
direction of the fund, and of course have wasted or applied 
it to their own purposes, or those of their friends. 

The remedy for this evil, is to make the commissioners 
responsible, and to secure their responsibility. The law- 
now requires only an annual report to the legislature; but 
even this cannot be enforced. Every report is imperfect, 
I send you two of themforyour information ; as far as tlicv 
go, they may be relied on. We could not give salaries to 
the commissioners, nor require security from them, but we 
could extend privileges, such as an exemption from taxa. 
tion. from serving on,juries, or from performing militia or 
patrol duty. These, or any similar privileges, if they 
could have the.effect ofinducing respectable and intelligent 
men to cowl .the office of a commissioner, would be atteii. 
tied will) the happiest consequences-, as it would enable us to 
insist on their making regular reports, and in other res¬ 
pects complying with such legulations as t'lie legislature 
might prescribe. It affords me pleasure to believe, that 
the only serious difficulty we have encountered in establish, 
iug Free Schools in South Carolina, (that is, our scatter¬ 
ed population.) will probably not be experienced iu Ken. 
tucky, or will certainly cease to exist in a very few years. 

Having written thus far, I turned to your letter and read 
over the questions again, and find l have not answered all 
of them. I will therefore endeavor, very briefly, to-supply 
the deficiency. 

Our teachers receive salaries, and board themselves; and 
the salaries arc increased or diminished according to the 
number of scholars. Teachers are inquired to be rvell 
qualified to teach the.usual branches'of a-n English educa¬ 
tion. 

. Children, male and female, are sent to the same school, 
under masters. In Charleston, we once employed a female 
teacher for the girls. We thought it a cheaper and belter 
plan, than to send them to the common schools. This 
school has however been discontinued, i think, for no suffi¬ 
cient reason. 

The teachers are dismissed at i lie pleasure of the comuiin. 
sioners; who also determine what children shall be ad- 
in it,toil. The children of tin- poor arc preferred; hut if< here 
is room, none are refused. With very few exceptions, lio.v.

ever, the children of tlie poor only, arc educated in the free 

schools. 

The children find their own books, except some Spelling 
Books. which the legislature ordered to be distributed 
among the schools. 

I believe I have now given you all the information I pos. 
sess, on the subject of free schools. You are aware, of 
course, that a College has been for many years establish,' 
e;l. and is now supported by the bounty of the State, at 
Columbia, the seat of government. If you desire any in¬ 
formation on that subject, it can perhaps be better furnish¬ 
ed hv Judge Desaussurc, or some other gentleman who re¬ 
sides in that place.

From the ford to the mouth of Line creek, a distance of 
about twenty miles, the river is about 75 or 80 yards wide, 
with very few obstructions in the way. We suppose it may 
be made a safe navigable stream, this distance, lor about 
25 dollars. The river now becomes more rocky, and in 
some places narrow, until we come to the head cl the Nar¬ 
rows of Beech, (so called,) being just below the mouth of 
Beech creek. At the head of these narrows the river is en¬ 
tirely blocked up with large rocks, about the size ot smr.ll 
houses, so that we could pass over the river on them, the 
water all running through arches and crevices under these 
large rocks; then, for the distance of about 2010 yards, 
there arc large rocks standing promiscuously in the bed oi 
the river, about the size of common lmy.stacks; then the 
river isopen for about three quarters of a mile; then we 
came to the head of the Main Narrows, which is about one 
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Miic king, flic river. in tins place, is very rocky, and nar¬ 
row at low water, with a considerable fall, \ve suppose about 
£0 fee I in ball a uiiic. /it the loot of tlicse narrows the riv 
er widens out suddenly to about 200 Yards wide, and con" 
tinnesso about S00 yards. This place is vety deep and 
makes a safe place to land. Then the river closes in 'to its 
Common width, and is rocky for about one mile; then it is 

wide, ami no obstruction for six miles, until we came to the 
Gulf. This place is about 200 yards long, and is very 
rocky and narrow. Jbrom the Gulf to the mouth, the river 
is wide and deep, and no obstruction in the way. 

Die commissioners are of opinion, it the obstructions in 
tne river were removed, the navigation of boats would be 
perfectly safe. Were the river navigable, it would add 
greatly to tlie exertion, enterprize and wealth of this sec¬ 
tion of the stale. The people in this section labor under 
great, disadvantages, in consequence of the great distance to 
market.

The house received a message from the senate, announc¬ 
ing the passage of bills which originated in this house of 
the following titles: An act for the benefit of tbe widow 
and heirs of William Findley ; an act for tbe benelit of the 
heirs of Elijah W. Dulaney, deceased ; an act to repeal so 
much of any law as allows a chancery term to he held in 
November, in the county of Logan, and to allow a chance¬ 
ry term to he held in Barren and Warren; an act to in¬ 
crease the number of justices of the peace in Harlan coun¬ 
ty ; an act to establish an election precinct in Logan coint. 
ty ; an act to enlarge the penitentiary, and an act for the 
benefit of Ryland T. Dillard and others—with an amend¬ 
ment to the two latter bills. And they disagree to a reso¬ 
lution which originated in this house, rescinding a resolu¬ 
tion for an adjournment of the general assembly, and fix¬ 
ing a day for that purpose. 

The house took up the amendments proposed by the sen¬ 
ate, to bills which originated in this house, of t he following 
titles: An act directing the county court of Garrard to 
purchase tools for the repair of the Kentucky dill's ; an act 
altering tiie terms of certain circuit courts ; an act, to es¬

Fver since thfc period when the intellectual and moral 
darkness* which him- over mankind during Hie middle 
aims, was dispelled by the light of science and of civil and 
reli-ious liberty, which dawned in the fifteendi century, 
the march of liberal ideas and true philosophy, although 
plow, has been steady and constantly progressive, until the 
time bar arrived when the rights of man are generally on. 
dVrstood, and he is restored, in some portions at least of the 
civilizedWorld, to the dignity of his nature, and elevated 
to his just rank in the scale of being. This happy consum. 
nation lias not been the result of blind chance ; but of the 
natural and powerful influence of reason, in its gradual dc- 
Yclopcmcnts. Ignorance and superstition arc the talismamc 
agents, bv the aid of which the ambitious demagogue has 
ever been' enabled to deceive and control, and by which 
alone tyrants have subjugated the great body of the people. 
Jbo people were ever long (roe. unless they were, not only 
virtuous, but enlightened. Wc need not recur to the an. 
cient hUtories of Greece and Home, for an exemplification 
of this truth. It is abundantly attested by the records of 
more modern times. Wherever ignorance and its tram of 
concomitants predominate, no matter what may be the name 
or the form of the government, the destinies of the many 
are controlled by the artifices of the favored few : the voice 
of reason is bushed, ami she is made the puppet of passion, 

an . v ,,restituted at the shrine of ambition. Wo free institu- 
tions’ 1 however perfect in theory, ever were, or ever can 

be, durable or effective, unless the public mind be general¬ 
ly enlightened. Ignorance, i! predominant, will inevita¬ 
bly convert a free and happy government into the most op. 
pressive and galling despotism. 

Under a form of government like ours, whose very basis 
is the caualitv of the citizens—whose soul is public opinion 

_it is more 'peculiarly essential that knowledge should be 

accessible to all. If the great mass of the people be igno. 
iaut, liberty will soon be stifled; her votaries will be 
amused with her shadow, while her substance is gradually 
drawn away, and her vitality extinguished. The great ob¬ 
jects and tendencies of education are, notonlyto enlighten, but 


lize and expand the mind, to improve the heart,

teand dignify the condition ot socie. 
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ice is her favorite abode. To enjo; 
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protect them, we must not only feel their value, but lie aui. 
quainted with their extent and appropriate limitation. 

That theory which pronounces all men equal, is in prac¬ 
tice a delusion, unless all have the capacity to know, and 
thus to preserve inviolate, their civil and political rights. 
No species of inequality is so much to be dreaded in a popu¬ 
lar government. or deserves so highly to be deprecated by 
the patriot and philanthropist, as the inequality of min'd 
and of mental attainments. Fortune ever has been, and 
ever will be, partial and unequal in the distribution of her 
gifts; hut this inequality should, as much as possible, be 
counteracted, and its anti republican tendency checked and 
restrained, by the guardianship and benevolence of a prov¬ 
ident government. The intellect of every citizen, especi¬ 
ally in a republic, is the property of the commonwealth. 
Indeed, the cultivated minds of the people, constitute the 
chief treasure of a free state. There is an infinite expansi¬ 
bility in the mind of man; and it is among the first and 
most important duties of a government, to improve the elas¬ 
ticity and cultivate the intellectual energy of the whole com¬ 
munity. Thus, the common property of society, which con. 
stitutes the basis of its power and happiness, will be indefi¬ 
nitely augmented. Thus, and thus only, will liberty and 
equality, social peace and permanent prosperity, be preserv. 
ed. 

“ Knowledge is power;” and the only way to preserve 
an equality of the latter, is to promote a general diffusion 
of the former. It is, therefore, at once the interest and the 
duty ol government to afford facilities for education ; so 
that, as far as possible, every intellectual seed may expand 
and fructify. The general diffusion of scholastic instruc¬ 
tion, cannot be expected from the spontaneous and unas¬ 
sisted efforts of the people. The rich, it is true, can edu. 
cate themselves; but the poor, and those in moderate cir¬ 
cumstances, must depend, in a great measure, for the means 
of information, upon the care and assistance of a parental 
government. Hence, the propriety of legislative interpo¬ 
sition and patronage. Jiy the tutelar assistance of the state, 
many a brilliant mind, otherwise destined to languish in 
obscurity, may be brought forth and expanded ; manv an 
humble individual, otherwise without the means of cultiva¬ 
tion and improvement, may be rendered an ornament and 
benefactor of mankind, and enabled to “ pluck from the 
ioftv cliff its deathless laurel.” 
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Wnerevei- common schools have been tried, their result’s 
have been eminently beneficial. In Kentucky, the expert 1 , 
incut liasncvei yet been made, only because the population 
has not heretofore been deemed sufficiently dense and ho:nc. 
gencous, nor the condition ot the people so much onersified 
by the inequalities of fortune, as to render its adoption ex 
tiedicnt or necessary. Literary instittitions for the attain. 
Kent of the higher brandies of' knowledge,mud for the edn. 
cation of those whose’ funds are sufficient, to pay for their 
own tuition, have, we are proud and happy to say. been 
guificienfly multiplied and liberally patronized in Kentucky; 
and we may confidently indulge toe hope, that ourUnivcr. 
eitv is destined to reflect honor on the. state, and lustre on 
the Union. 

But while \vc are tens wise and generous in the patronage 
of the higher seminaries of learning, shall we neglect those 
of a more humble, but not less essential or valuable charac. 
tor? While we are. thus benefiting the state, by (he (acili. 
tics we afford to one class of our Citizens, is it judicious, is 
it republican, to withhold the aid it is in our power to affoifi 
to those who need it most, the great mass of the community: 
While other states are wisely lalmriirg to- improve the ays-, 
fem, and extend the advantages of common schools, shall 
Kentucky be careless.or indifferent on the subject ? Shall 
she not be anxious to maintain her rank, in this important 
particular, as she has hitherto done in other respects, 
among her sisters of the federal family ? Kentucky abounds 
in resources, natural, moral, and intellectual. l,ct it then 
Ire our effort to call them forth, and render them useful. 
Let its be careful to husband them well, and rouse into ac. 
tion all the dormant energies of our citizens. This course, 
in the opinion of the committee, is due, not only to our own 
interests as a state, but to the great cause of freedom and 
humanity. The American States are the depositories of 
the liberties of mankind. They are, by their political ex. 
periment, fighting the great moral battle of*succeedinggen¬ 
erations. liy the diffusion of knowledge, and the promo, 
tion of virtue, our free institutions may be rendered hides, 
tructiblc, and the blessings of self government extended 
and perpetuated. 

Common schools have ever been considered tbe best 
agents for circulating the rudiments of knowledge. In 
most of the old states, they are. and long have been. m sec, 
cessful operation. Kentucky, being the first, offspring“ 
the “original thirteen,” and being Use nucleus ol all in* 
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•voting states in the great valley of (he Mississippi, owes if 
to herself and to them, to set a good example, by institut¬ 
ing, as early as possible, a system of education, that prom, 
ine.s to be the source of such extensive and durable useful¬ 
ness. 

The only doubt with the committee, is as to the practica¬ 
bility of maturiifcg and adopting au appropriate system at 
the present time. They are inclined to believe, that an at¬ 
tempt to put arty plan into immediate operation, might, for 
the want of maturity and systematic arrangement, he un¬ 
successful and inauspicious. The Literary Fund, they fear, 
is at present, insufficient; to accomplish the object It should, 
in the opinion of the ■,committee, be so far enlarged, as by 
its interest to support the whole system. How and when 
this can hr effected, they think should be left to the decision 
of succeeding legislatures. That it may be effected, and 
that speedily, they are well convinced ; and although the 
time does not appear to have arrived, when it would be 
prudent or practicable to commence the actual operations 

the system, the committee are extremely anxious that 
the legislature should begin, even now, by its .preparatory 
■measures, to give an impulse to public opinion, and to lay 
the foundation of the ultimate edifice. 

The committee are nei ther prepared nor inclined to sub¬ 
mit any plan for adoption, at this late period of the session. 
None has occurred to them, more eligible than that sug¬ 
gested by the commissioners. Its general principles, your 
committee most sincerely ant! confidently recommend. By 
uniting .voluntary individual contributions with the public 
appropriations, the rich will certainly educate their chil¬ 
dren, because they have paid for their education, and cart 
procure if, at a moderate expence ; and the poor will avail 
themselves of the opportunity, because it will cost them no¬ 
thing. In this way, all classes of society may be sufficient¬ 
ly informed, with an expenditure of money comparatively 
inconsiderable. 

It is all-important, that .the experiment or common 
schools, whenever made, should be successful. A failure, 
in the, fust instance, might discourage future attempts, and 
be, fatal to the ultimate result. The system should be well 
matured, and adapted to the peculiar condition and genius 
of our popu lation; mid the people must approve it, or It 
will inevitably fail. That the people are favorable to tlie 
object, and will unite in any judicious and appropriate plan 
,.fpr attaining it, there can be no dpub.t, Th® co,u)tniU®e- 


































therefore, deem it expedient to diffuse information on the 
subject, and call public attention to its consideration; 
which can be done, perhaps, in no other way more cffectu. 
ally', than by-the publication and distribution of the. report 
of the. commissioners. Time enough will be afforded, be. 
tween this and the next session of the legislature, for exam, 
ination and deliberation ; and then, it may be hoped, the 
representatives of the people will come together prepared 
to act on this interesting subject, safely and decisively, 
The committee therefore respectfully recommend the adop. 
lion of the following resolution : 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, That five thousand copies of the report of the 
Commissioners on Common Schools, and of the report of 
the committee of the house of representatives on Education, 
be printed in a pamphlet, for the use of the people of Sen.

state, for distribution, as many of said pamphlets as each 
county shall be entitled to, at the rate of fifty for each re.
